The Australian industry fears that unless 
the clawhack levy is modified, UK 
sheepmeat exports to the Community. 
which have already been reduced to a 
trickle, might cease permanently. This 
would leave about 30.000 tonnes of UK 
lamb and mution for export cach year, 
particularly to the Middle East, in 
competition with Austrahan sheepmeat. 

The Middle East is by far Australia’s 
biggest market for sheepmeat — around 
5.7m live sheep were exported last year in 
wddition to chilled and frozen lamb and 
mutton 

Richard Moxham, secretary of the 
Sheepmeat Council of Australia, told the 
councils recent annual meeting in 
Canberra that it was unlikely that surplus 
UK lamb would be consumed within the 
UK if exports to the EEC ceased. He said it 
was also unlikely that UK sheep farmers 
would adjust then production to domestic 
demand. partly because the new EEC 
sheepmeat regime made lamb production 
more profitable than it was before. The net 


effect might well be an imerease in the 
amount of lamb exported to third countries. 
as these exports were exempt from the 
clawback levy. 

After representations from Australia last 
year which ended in a threat by Doug 
Anthony, Australias deputy prime 
minister, to divert trade away from the 
EEC. a clause was inserted in the EEC 
sheepmeat regime that the Community 
would avoid any market development 
which could prejudice the marketing of 
Australian mutton and lamb. On 18 May 
Moxham said that if UK exporters moved 
to increase sales of lamb to the Middle East 
above traditional levels of around 2% 
tonnes a year. this could represent a breach 
of the sheepmeat agreement. 

Cheap air and sea freight services 
between the UK and the Middle East could 
be another incentive for UK exporters. 
Moxham said. Charter airlines could service 
the Middle East from the UK at freight 
rates of about $A] a kilo compared with 
$2.50 for charter flights from Austraha 
(SA = $US1.14). 

Ralph James, acting president of the 
Sheepmeat Council, also expressed concern 
over EEC policies. He said it was ‘an 
unfortunate fact that “* EEC was 
exporting subsidised mcat into Australia s 
markets. He cited a tender to Egypt and a 
consignment to Singapore. which he said 
had been subsidised at the rate of $A1.500 
and $A1.800 per tonne respectively. 











SRI LANKA, DACCA MINISTERS DISCUSS ENERGY MEET

[Excerpt] Foreign Ministers of Bangladesh and Sri Lanka on Wednesday stressed the 
need for evolving a common strategy on finding "practical and feasible" means of 
development of alternative sources of energy, reports BBS. 


Sri Lanka Foreign Minister Mr A.C.S. Hameed and his Bangladesh counterpart Prof 
Muhammad Shamsul Huq held talks in the afternoon and agreed that efforts should 
be stepped up to generate sufficient political will for the adoption of concrete 
and meaningful measures at the forthcoming UN conference at Nairobi on new and 
renewable sources of energy. 


State Minister for Science and Technology Dr R.A. Ghani also participated in the 
talks. 


Mr Hameed is here on the first leg of his nine-nation South and South East Asian 
tour as special envoy of the UN Secretary General for Consultation with the 
Governments about the conference to be held in August in Nairobi. 


Common Approach 


The talks centered on tae need for a common approach to the problems of energy 
faced by developing countries and the urgency to evolve a common strategy for 
developing alternative energy sources. 


The talks also accepted the need for an agreed package of [words blurred] and 
development of alternative sources of energy for incorporation in the plan of 
action for global cooperation to be adopted at the Nairobi conference. 


For the proposed global cooperation for tackling the problem it was considered 
appropriate to incorporate the Bangladesh President's proposal made at the 11th 
special session of the UN General Assembly in August last year. 


President Zia had suggested a trilateral cooperation among the developed non-oil 
producing and oil producing developing countries. 


The Bangladesh side at the talks included Mr S.M. Al-Hussainy, Member, Planning 
Commission, and senior officials of the Ministries of Petroleum and ineral 
Resources and Foreign Affairs. 

















Mr Hameed was assisted by the Chief Technical Adviser of United Nations Secretariat 
on the Nairobi conference and a member of ESCAP Secretariat. The Sri Lankan 
Ambassador in Bangladesh was also present at the talks.

[Text] Gauhati, May 24--The President, Mr N. Sanjiva Reddy, who arrived here 
yesterday, met a delegation of nine opposition MLAs who apprised him of the lat- 
est political situation in Assam. 


The delegates submitted a memorandum to the President, alleging that there was 
a failure of the constitutional machinery in the state. They appealed to him 
t take appropriate remedial measures to save the state from the crisis which, 
they said, had been created following the installation of a minority government. 


The opposition MLAs who met the President at Raj Bhavan included Mr Sarat Chandra 
Sinha, leader of the Congress(U) group and a former chief minister, Mr Ramesh 
Mohan Kouli (Lok Dal), Mr Dulal Chandra Barua (Lok Kranti), and Mr Purna Bora, 

Mr Rohin Malakar, Mr Premadhar Bora, Mr Hardendra Deva Goswami and Mr Ram Chan- 
dra (all Janata). 


These leaders later told newsmen that the President informed them that the gover- 
nor, Mr L. P. Singh, had called for a session of the state assembly in the next 
20 to 30 dave. 


Mr Dulal Chandra Barua said that he had drawn the President's attention to what 
he called the “military—police rule" in Assam. 


Mr Ramesh Mohan Kouli invited Mr Reddy to see the plight of the people's repre- 
sentatives in the MLA's hostel at Dispur surrounded by the strict “security ring 
of the police.” He alleged that the people were not allowed to meet their repre- 
sentatives at the hostel. 


The governo: was present when these allegations were made. 


The President is also scheduled to visit Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland during 
his four-day tour. 


Itanagar (UNI): The President was accorded a rousing reception on his arrival 
here this afternoon. Tribal men, women and children, attired in their tradi- 
tional best, lined up on both sides of the one-km-long route from the Naharlagan 
helipad to Raj Nivas to cheer the President with cries of “Jai Hind.” Mr R. N. 
Haldipur, Lt-governor of Arunachal Pradesh, and Mr Gegong Apang, chief minister, 
accompanied the "resident from Gauhati.

SECRETARY D.V. RAO EXPELLED BY MARXIST-LENINISTS

In @ statement issued by the central committee of the UCCRI(ML) here today, Mr 
Rao was accused of being 4 disruptor and a class collaborationist. 


Mr Rao had differences of opinion with a majority of the central committee on a 
number of issues, including the characterisation of India as a neo-colony, elec- 
tions and the interpretation and application of the three-world theory. Mr Rao 
had maintained that India had won political independence in 1947-51, that the 
Janata government had played an anti-hegemonistic role, and that the basic d  vi- 
sion of forces within the country today was between the pro-Soviet and anti-Soviet 
ones, the statement added. 


All the unite of the party, except two of Telengana, had rejected Mr Rao's thesis. 
The all-India plenum of the party had unanimously uvheld the central committee's 
stand and had expelled Mr Rao. Thus, he could sot legitimately claim to represent 
the UCCRI (M-L), the release added.

He would not, however, elaborate. All that he would say by way of explanation 
was that this was his assesement of the political situation. 


Addressing a news conference at the Press Club of India, the former Prime Minister 
responded to questions on a variety of subjects, both domestic and international, 
but added little to his already known views. 


In reply to a question whether he agreed with those who felt that Mr Rajiv Gandhi 
had been inducted into politics to ensure dynastic rule, he asked back what che 
point was in seeking his opinion when the answer was obvious. 


Chavan Must Resign Seat 


Mr Desai felt that Mr Y.B. Chavan's decision to join the Congress (I) would have 
no impact except on his friends. 


"A politically honest person will always resign his seat (in che legislature) 
if he changes his party,” was his comment when asked if Mr Chavan should vacate 
his Lok Sabha seat. 


Another typical comment of his was that there was no congressman anywhere now. 
Mrs Gandhi had formed her own party after she was expelled from the Congress. 


The others expelled from the party belonged to -he Congress-I or the Congress-t, 
but none to the Congress. 


The Janata Party had no Congressmen either. They were all Jenatamen.

JANATA REPORTED INTERESTED IN MERGER WITH CONGRESS-U

[Text] Bombay, May 24: Mr Y. B. Chavan's exit from the Congress(U) may bring 
that party closer to the Janata party, and there could even be an eventual mer- 
ger of the two a top Janata party spokesman feels. 


He said his party expected a reaction from the rank and file of the Congress (U) 
to Mr Chavan's entry into Congress(I). Even if Mr Sharad Pawar were to leave, 
there would still quite a few in the Congress(U) [as published] who would like 
to continue in the same party. 


Janata party sources feel that Mr Pawar would not join the Congrese(I). At 
least, they have no indication of this possibility. Their leader, Dr Shanti 
Patel, who is the president of the Bombay unit of the Janata party, has been 
in close touch with Mr Pawar. The latter has reportedly told Mr Patel that he 
would not join the Congress(TI). 





The sources are confident of the two parties coming closer with the exit of 
Mr Chavan and his followers as both parties have much in common. 





In fact, the Janata perty president, Mr Chandra Shekar, had, at the “meeting of 
100" here some months back, given an invitation to the Congress(U) to join his 
party, but Mr Chavan and the Congress(U) president, Mr Devraj Urs had not shown 
an interest in the matter then, the sources said. There had been informal talks 
all along between the leaders of the two parties, though.

[Text] New Delhi, May 22 (UNI)--Congrese(U) leaders of most states disagree 
with Mr Y. B. Chavan's view that party men have no option but to join the Con- 
gress(I), a UNI survey shows. 


The main exceptions are the party's Maharashtra and Gujarat unite, whose lead- 
ers feel that the Congress(U) had no future and so should merge outright with 
the Cungress(I). 


PCC(U) leaders in Andhra Pradesh, Kerala, Karnataka, Orissa, Rajasthan, Uttar 
Pradesh, West Bengal and the Union territory of Pondicherry maintain that the 
party could be strengthened and revitalised to become “a force to reckon with." 


Referring to Mr Chavan's decision to join the Congress(I), they say that the 
exit of individuals, however prominent they may be, would not split the Congress 
(U), which “has survived many such crises." 


The president of the Andhra Pradesh Congrese(U) committee, Mr V. B. Raju, com- 
menting on the merger, said: "This sort of talk started even in the early days 
of the party breakup in 1978 with the late V. P. Naik taking the lead. It has 
proved counter-productive in political terms as there was no urge in the Con- 
gress(I) and no desire in Congress(U) for merger. Only a few individuals sud- 
denly discover that the Congress(U) has become nonrelevant and proclaim it so 
to secure more respectability for themselves." 


Mr Rao said his party would certainly form a front with other opposition par- 
ties to fight for the people suffering from rising prices, unemployment, eco- 
nomic disparities and corruption. "Political untouchability is as wrong as 
social untouchability," he observed. 


The Karnataka president of the Congress(U), Mr D. B. Chandre Gowda, said there 
was no such move before hie organisation. "Mr Chavan may not be the last man 
in the race to join Mre Gandhi's party." 


Mr Gowda ' 2d vacated the Chikmagalur parliamentary seat to enable Mrs Gandhi to 
contest the election. 


He is now the leader of the opposition in the state legislative council. 
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The Kerala PCC(U) president, Mr A. K. Anthony, said the vacillation of indi- 
vidual leaders, however prominent they may be, will not affect the party which 
has survived many such crises. He firmly believes that the Congress(U) has a 
bright future. It has "roots" in all the states. With hard work the party 
could emerge in five years as a strong organisation at the national level. 


He described the merger talk as the tactics of the Congress(I) to sow seeds of 
confusion in the organisation. The Orissa party chief, Dr. C. Rout, said his 
party would welcome the merger of the Congress(I) with his party since the 
latter was the original party. “How can the sea go and merge with the river," 
he asked. 


The Uttar Pradesh party president, Mr Shyamdhar Mishra, said the party should 
not only retain its identity to ultimately become an alternative to the ruling 
party but also form electoral alliances with opposition parties to fight it. 


The Congress(U) leaders from Rajasthan, Mr Nathuram Mirdha and Mr Raj Bahadur, 
told UNI that the party had its own place in the national political scene and 
the party was becoming popular as many seasoned workers, disillusioned with the 
working of the Congress(I), had come back to its fold. It had a bright future 
as it had all the potential to become a national alternative to the ruling 
party. 


The Gujarat Congress(U) president, Mr Thakorebhai Patel and Mr Hitendra Desai, 
felt it would be inappropriate to speak out on the merger move at the present 
juncture. However, sources close to these leaders confirmed their view that 
the Congress(U) had no future if it went alone in the present circumstances. 
The party had tried its best to maintain its separate identity so far and there 
was nothing wrong if national leaders think about the “future” of the party. 


The Tamil Nadu Congress(U) president, Mr T. N. Anandanayaki, said there would 
be no objection to the merger if such a move was initiated at the party level 
instead of the individual level.

[Text] New Delhi, May 22--The Union Minister of State for Industry, Mr Charan- 
jit Chanana, said here today that India had offered to build townships in 
Algeria and an industrial town in Algiers. 


Mr Chanana returned here yesterday from his three-day visit to Algeria at the 
invitation of that Government. During his stay in Algexcia, Mr Chanana said, 

he had called on the Prime Minister of Algeria, Mr Mohammed Ben Ahmed Abdel- 
ghan. He had met the Algeriar Minister of Light Industries, Mr Said Ait 
Messoudene, Minister of Heavy Industries, Mr Mohamed Liassine, Minister of 
Planning and Land Development, Mr Abdel Hamid Brahimi, Minister of Housing and 
Urban Development, Mr Ahmed Ali Ghazali, Minister of Hydraulics, Mr Brahim 
Brahimi, Minister of Transport and Fisheries, Mr Salah Gondjil and the Minister 
of Energy and Petrochemical Industries, Mr Belkaoem Nabi. 


He said that the members of the Indian delegation included senior officers of 
the Ministry of Industry and the Ministry of Petroleum and Chemicals, chairman 
and chief executive of a number of important public sector undertakings. 


The officials of the two countries had identified Algeria's needs for India's 
assistance in the development of small and medium industry, regional maintenance 
workshops, chemicals and pharmaceutica) products, effluent treatment plant 

for leather factories and sugar mills. 


The Minister said the two sides would work out the specific details and modali- 
ties of greater cooperation for Indian participation in the development of small 
and medium industries in Algeria covering the establishment of industrial 
estates, setting up of training centres for handicrafts and small and medium 
industries. The need for trained technical manpower in various sectors includ- 
ing small scale industries, standardization and quality control, textiles, 
machine tools industry, petrochemicals and hydraulics was also indicated. 


Mr Chanana said that other subjects that came up at the discussions for 
India's cooperation and assistance for Algeria's needs were machine tools, a 
cutting tools project, expansion of a tractor manufacturing unit, supply of 
components and spares for electronics, automotive and engineering industry, 
manufacture of lamps and fluorescent tubes, setting up of repair workshop for 
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power generation equipment, petrochemicals, supply of power generation and 
transmission equipment and housing. 


UNI adds: India and Algeria have agreed on the need for greater South-South 
dialogues for the economic developmen: of developing countries. 


The visiting Algerian Minister of Planning, Mr Abdal Hamid Ibrahimi and the 
Commerce Minister, Mr Pranab Mukherjee, have agreed that steps should be taken 
to increase and diversify Indo-Algerian trade and economic cooperation with 
especial emphasis on joint ventures in each others country as well as in third 
countries. 


The visiting Minister called on Mr Mukherjee last night. Mr Mukherjee pointed 
out that the technology developed by India would be appropriate for the other 
developing countries. The Algerian Minister said his country was keen to avail 
of India's experience in the field of industrial development. 


The seven-member Algerian delegation called on President Sanjiva Reddy here 
today. The delegation was with the President for about 30 minutes.

[Text] Zimbabwe Prime Minister Robert Mugabe told a presse conference 
Capital on Saturday though the present US regime had ye 
cies on Southern Africa.

Replying to a question on Zimbabwe's assesement of 
African policies, he said: “The fact is that Pretoria ie deri comfort 

from the belief that US will beck ite policies in respect to ite neighbours and 
Namibia. 


Recalling the “inimical” American attitude towards South African liberation 
struggles in the past, Mr Mugabe pointed out that in case President Reagan de- 
cided to adopt « similar c-srees favouring the South African apartheid rule, it 
would only lead to enhancement of conflict in the region. 


"We have not accepted attempts by the US to modify the UN plan for Namibia,” he 
declared in clear terms, explaining how President Reagan's envoy Dr Chester 
Cocker had pleaded for framing the outlines of the Constitution for Namibie be- 
fore the elections were held and a constituent Assembly formed. 


"Dr Cocker was likering the situation in Namibia to our own before independence, 
but we told him that Namibia was noboy's [as published) colony. You don't 

have a Namibia of Britain as you had in Zimbabwe, and so no British Parliament 
could give legal imprint to the Constitution as was done in Zimbabwe," he 
elucidated. The UN plan for Namibia envisaging ceasefire and elections for 

the constituent Assembly deriving from the sovereign wil) of the people could 
frame the country's constitution, he said. 


Mr Mugabe said while joining iesue with Dr Cockeron this subject, Zimbabwe had 
decried the US move to link the situation in Namibia with that in Angola and 

to tie the tesue of withdrawal of South Africa from Namibia with the pull-out 
of Cuban troops from Angola. The presence of Cubans in Angola was quite differ- 
ent from the South African presence in Namibia, he understood. 


He also spoke of all-out support to the SWAPO in ite liberation struggle in 
Namibia. 
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Mr Mugabe, “whad held talke with the Chinese leadership before coming here 
said he had got the impression that Sino-Indian relations were amicable. 


The relations between India and China were at least more amicable than what 
had been reported in the past, he told a questioner. 


Mr Mugabe said that he had gone to China to say ‘thank you' for the military 
support given by that country for the liberation struggle. 


He was not in Peking to discuss Sino-Indian relations which should be left 
to the two countries. However, he would like to see good neighbour!y relations 


develop between India and China and also between India and Pakistan, Mr Mugabe 
said. 


The Zimbabwe leader said that Mre Gandhi had told him that everything was being 
done to improve India's relations with Pakistan. The forthcoming visit of Ex- 


ternal Affaire Minister, Narasimha Rao to Pakistan was a pointer in this good 
direction. 


Asked for his reaction to the US decision to supply arms to Pakistan, Mr Mugabe 
said that this was not a matter for us" but it might be a cause of concern for 
India. [as published) 


About Western reports of an impending civil war in his country, Mr Mugabe said 
these were wishful thinking, it not gross exaggeration. [as published] 


There had been incidents, in which some lives were lost, involving various 
guerrilla factions, but they had now been disarmed. At the political level 
close understanding between the two ruling groups of ZAPU and ZANU existed. 
The process of integration of the guerrillas had now begun. “Politically, 


there is emphasis on unity and understanding," prospects for “real peace 
existed now,” he added. 


In reply te another question, he said the difficulty in turning guerrillas into 
ambassadors that had delayed the opening of a diplomatic mission of Zimbabwe in 
India. He assured that a mission will be set up as soon as personnel had been 
trained to man it. [as published)

{Text} New Delhi, May 24:--Reporte of rapid deterioration in the sphere of edu- 
cation in some states where efforts are being made to inject the teaching of 
Marxist philosophy right from the primary level has caused deep concern to the 
Centre. 


Many academicians in West Bengal, for example, have in their complaint to the 
Union government pointed out that thie is a far more serious development as com- 
pared to problems of prolonged closure of educational institutions and cheating 
and the use of other unfair means in examinations. 


While the academicians feel that imposition of President's rule in West Bengal 
may help improve the situation, highly placed sources in New Delhi rule this 
out. In their view, the anewer lies in the awakening of the people in response 
to this political challenge. 


The political link-ups in different states have undoubtedly contributed to the 
spread of Marxist philosophy not only in West Bengal but also in Kerala and Assam 
and other north-eastern states. 


For instance, the Congress (U) is opposing the Marxists in West Bengal and has 
joined hands with the Congrese(I) for this purpose. But in Kerala, it is sup- 
porting the CPM government. The CPM itself is generally opposed to the Congress 
(I) but it is supporting the Anwara Taimur Congress(I) government in Assam. In 
the process, it is making inroads in the field of education and is apparently 
implementing the maxim of “catch them young." The CPM supported the Taimur 
government mainly because it was opposed to President's rule in Assam. In the 
adjoining state of Manipur, the CPM is fighting the Congrese(I). 


The Centre is, of course, doing what little it can. For instance, it withheld 
the President's assent to the take-over ~f two educational institutions in West 
Bengal for which the state government had issued an ordinance. 


But it is helpless in cases where the control of educational institutions 
have reportedly been taken over from academicians by Marxist ‘deologists who 
have little experience or knowledge of running such instituticas. 

















Rabindranath Tagore's book in Bengali, “sahaj path" (easy reader) ie simply not 
available for primary school children. The optional book Ly a Marxist ideologue 
on the party's philosophy is, in contrast, easily available. 


Recently, when the education minister, Mr &. B. Chavan, vieited Calcutta, a 
cross-section of the intelligentsia is believed to have alleged that the Marx- 
iete were terrorising the teaching community into submission. One teacher who 
questioned an order of the state government was humiliated and punished: his 
head was shaven clean and he was paraded through the streets of Calcutta, they 
told the minister. 


While Mr Rajeshwar Rao, CPI general secretary, has appealed to the two communist 
parties to come together to fight the Congrese(I), a Janta MP, Mr Rabin Kakati, 
has charged that the Marxists want to be in full control of the entire north- 
east region.

[Text] The autonomy of the Delhi University ie threatened, with continuous 
efforts being made to restructure the syllabus for B.A. (Hons) in history. 
The matter has generated one of the worst controversies that have rocked the 
campus in recent months. 


The controversy metamorphosed into a deadlock on Saturday with Vice-chancellor 
Gurbaksh Singh postponing a final decision by referring the matter back to the 
Academic Council. 


The deadlock took place when teachers of the history department made it clear 
to the Vice-Chancellor in no uncertain terms that they were in no mood to ac- 
cept some of his suggestions. The suggestions, it is said have been prompted 
by a letter written by a college principal on behalf of a faction owing alle- 
giance to the Congress-I to the Prime Minister bringing to her notice some 
“shortcomings” in the syllabus. 





What has further accentuated the controversy is the general feeling that there 
was no need to make an attempt to involve the Prime Minister in the affaires of 
the university which is an autonomous body. The Prime Minister is neither the 
Chancellor nor the Visitor of this university. 


Objections Raised 


The syllabus of the B.A. (Hons) history was revised after about 20 years when on 
the recommendations of three general body meetings of history teachers of the 
Delhi University, the Committee of Courses finalised the syllabus and referred 
the matter to the Faculty of Social Sciences as per the statutory requirements. 
The Faculty further referred it to the Academic Council after giving its appro- 
val. 


Two history teachers raised a technical objection at the Faculty of Social Sciences 
meeting alleging that the Committee of Courses was illegally constituted since it 
had outlived its two-year tenure. 


The objection was overruled by the Dean of Social Sciences who forwarded the 
syllabus to the Academic Council for final approval. 
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At 4 meeting of the Academic Council held on 13 May, some members gave con- 
atructive suggestions and after approving the syllabus, authorised the Vice- | 
Chancellor and the head of the history department to incorporate necessary 
changes in the syllabus. 


A meeting of the Committee of Courses on 15 May made the final changes on the 
lines of suggestions made by the Academic Council members. The syllabus was 
sent to the Vice-Chancellor for hie signature. But when Prof R. L. Shukla, 
head of history department, went to the Vice-Chancellor on 20 May as directed, 
and discussed the matter with himfor an hour, Dr Burgakeh Singh refused to sign 
and advised Prof Shukla to come with three of his colleagues the next day and 
meet three historians whose names he would ask for from the college principal, 
since they had raised certain objections. 


Meanwhile, Khalsa College principal G. S. Randhawa wrote a letter to the Prime 
Minister bringing to her notice the "shortcomings" of the syllabus. His support- 
ers followed suit and started branding the syllabu. as “pro-Marxist and anti- 
nationalist." 


On 21 May, the head of the history department, along with three colleagues-- 
Professors D. N. Jha, Subhash Chakravarty and S. C. Sehgal--went on a “blind- 
date" to the Vice-Chancellor's office to meet the three “unnamed” historians 
who had objected to the syllabue. But they did not turn up. 


Saturday's meeting resulted in a deadlock and the Vice-chancellor has referred 
the matter back to the Academic Council to be discussed at its next meeting on 
28 May. 


According to Prof D. N. Jha of the history department, the Vice-Chancellor sug- 
gested a major structural change in the Indian history course. Among the op- 
tional courses, he wanted that either the course on 20th century socialist 
revolution or history of the Soviet Union be deleted. "We were willing to 
delete the 20th century socialist revolution course provided he put his signa- 
ture on the syllabus." 


Prof Jha said that as per the proposed syllabus, there were 10 courses. Of 
these, four were on Indian history, one essay paper plus histriography and 
five courses on non-Indian history which included four optionals--history of 
the USSR, history of the US, 20th century socialist revolution and liberation 
movement of Afro-Asian countries. In the optional courses, a student was re- 
quired to opt for only one. 


According to Prof Jha, those opposed to the syllabus wanted that a course on 
the Indian freedom movement be included in Indian history, as also autobiogra- 
phies of leaders like Gandhi and Nehru. 


He said that two full courses on the freedom movement and one on Gandhi were 
already being taught at the post-graduate level. Secondly, if ‘we devote a 
full course to the freedom movement, we shall not be able to cover important 
aspects of late medieval and early modern India. In the proposed course on 
modern India history events between 1761 to 1950 were covered and hence there 
was no need to have a separate course.’ 
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Even allegations made by those opposed to the syllabus are not clear, Prof Jha 
said, "It has been asked why R. P. Dutt's book “India Today" been included 
as suggested reading in the syllabus. They allege that the bi ok is critical of 
Gandhi. Our reply is that there are other books like Judith Brown's which are 
in his praise. It is intriguing that R. P. Dutt's book which was banned by the 
British Government is sought to be bannod by Principal Randhawa. It has been 
suggested to us that we include M. N. Roy's book, which is more critical of 
Gandhi than Dutt's book. 


Secondly, Prof Jha said, Dr Randhawa had suggested that we include R. C. Majum- 
dar's book "British Paramountacy and Indian Renaissance." How can we when 
Majumdar in his book has denigrated the 1857 uprising to be that of "goondas 

and badmashes"? The popular character of the uprising has beer ignored. Also, 
Majumdar is an exponent of the two-nation theory and in this voiume has said that 
Hindus and Muslims are living in perpetual confrontation. 


Liberal Traditions 


The third allegation directed against the syllabus terms it as ‘pro-Marxist 

and anti-nationalist' Prof Jha said that there is no ideological slant in the 
syliabus. ‘In fact, we have tried to represent all possible points of view and 
this can be inferred from the contents of the syllabus. We have even included 
books which are anti-Soviet, to be read as a part of suggested reading because 
we think history is a liberal discipline where different points of view should 
find place. In framing the present syllabus, the department has tried to uphold 
the liberal traditions of this university.' 


Several other history teachers whom this reporter met, asked how could the Vice- 
Chancellor who is a teacher of chemistry, and Dr Randhawa, whose discipline is 
English speak so authorita.ively on history? Interestingly, they said, the 
Vice-Chancellor had not even consulted his colleague, Dr P. L. Malhotra, Dean 
of Colleges, who is a Ph.D in the subject. 


However some of the critics of the syllabus alleged that the non-Indian history 
courses were lifted from the syllabus of the University of Sussex, since certain 
people in the department wanted to go there as visiting professors or under the 


exchange programme. 


Also, they said, no wars had been included in the syllabus which was entirely 
devoted to revolutions. The prelude to the First World War is there, but not 
the First War itself. Again, the Industrial Revolution starts from 1780 as per 
the syllabus instead of 1/59 when the railway engine was invented. 


The controversy has assumed such proportions that the university coffee houses 


buzz with stories of all kinds. The issue might even have repercussions on the 
forthcoming elections of teachers karamcharis and students.

[Text] Simla, May 24<-Mr Sikandar Bakht, general secretary of the Bharatiya 
Janata Party, yesterday accused the centre of playing the Russian game and 
placing the security of India in danger. He said while India was advocating 
non-intervention in South-East Asian countries, such as Kampuchea, it was sup- 
porting the Russian intervention in Afghanistan by its silence. 


Mr Bakht, who was addressing a Press conference, said what was happening in 
Afghanistan was worse than in Diego Garcia and added that India was playing a 
second fiddle to Russia. 


Non-alignment, the brain child of Nehru, Tito and Nasser which had earned them 
great respect ceased to have any meaning for us because India's voice was not 
heard at the time of crisis. 


Mr Bakht accused Mre Gandhi and her percy leaders of creating war psychosis in 
the country to divert people's attention from the pressing problems like rising 
prices, communal riots, murder, rapes aod agitations. 


The BJP leader said many politicians, including Mr Bahuguna, Mr Dange and 

Mr Charanjit Yaday, had opened political shops (meaning they formed new parties) 
of their own as bargaining countries if there was an occasion again to form a 
united front against Mre Gandhi in the next election. Else, how could one ac- 
count for the formation of so many political parties, he asked. According to 
him, the two-party system is now a dream. 


The BJP leader said that the Congress(I) aligned itself with the Muslim League 
in Kerala which party had lost existence elsewhere in the country. "You want 
to keep communaliem alive this way while you expect Hindus to give up communal- 
iem,” he said. 


Referring to Assam, Mr Bakht said the law of the land should apply to that 
State. The problem there had nothing to do with sons of the soil concept buc 
only with foreigners. It was also not a question of Hindus versus Muslims as 
Mre Gandhi had made it out to be. 


Mr Bakht suggested that those who were granted citizenship rights should have 
voting rights too and should stay in Assam as equal citizens while others would 











have to be treated like refugees from Pakistan or Tibet or Tamiliane from Sri 
Lanka and should be dispersed to all parte of the country. 


Replying to a question, Mr Bakht said today's conditions in the country and 
abroad did not warrant India to manufacture atom bomb. But if the situation 
changed as a result of manufacture of atom bomb by Pakistan the BJP would take 
a fresh decision in that light. 
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SCHEMES TO HELP SRI LANKAN REPATR (ATES SAID TO PAIL

[Text] New Delhi, May 24 (PTL): Rehabilitation echemes aimed to benefit the 
80,000 odd Sri Lankan Tamule of Indian Origin repatriated under the Shastri- 
Srimao agreement till October, 1979 have by and large failed to produce the 
desired results, a survey has found. 


Thirty per cent of the repatriates did not receive any assistance for various 
reasons, including lack of awareness of the rehabilitation echemes, the survey 
said. 


The inability of the repatriates, 80 per cent of whom were plantation labour, 
to adapt to the new environs and take up new occupations was the main reason 
for the failure of the rehabilitation schemes, the survey carried out by the 

Madras based Centre for research on new international economic order said. 


About 72 per cent of the 54,701 repatriate families received business loans, one 
of the main schemes for rehabilitation, amounting to Re 12 crores. 


However, owing to the recipients’ inexperience in running business and the indis- 
criminate way in which the loans were disbursed without evaluating the viability 
of the proposed ventures, the scheme failed tomake any significant improvement 

in their living conditions, the survey said. 


The study found that the repatriates had fully spent their loans and it remained 
to be seen how the government could recover the same. 


‘Inder another scheme, each family was given three acres of land and Rs 6,850 for 
land reclamation. But for the excessive land reclamation costs and crop failure, 
this could have been quite successful in rehabilitating the repatriates, the 
survey said. 


The settlement of estate labour in the tea plantations in Tamil Nadu, Karnataka 
and Kerala had worked out reasonably well as the work and environment were quite 
similar to what the repatriates were used to in Sri Lanka. 


However, the wages were comparatively less than what they were getting in Sri 


Lanka and the housing was poor. Leading to deplorable living conditions during 
the monsoon. Only 57 of the plantation labour was employed in repatriation. 
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NATLON WORKS TOWARD SELF-RELIANCE IN DEFENSE

[Text] New Delhi, May 24--In a changed security environment precipitated by 
the US decision to induct sophisticated military hardware into Pakistan, a major 
exercive to review India's defence profile is now under way. 


Some major adjustments to take advantage of the existing facilities provided 
under different arms purchase agreements to give more elbow without losing time 
to the defence forces are on the anvil. 


One consideration gaining ground in the changed circumstances is to make full 
use of the Jaguar agreement to augment the striking fleet in the air force. 
Similarly, arrangements are be‘ng made to get some more MiG-23 from the Soviet 
Union and eventually maaufacture them by adjusting and improving the existing 
facilities for the manufacture of MiG-21. Some limited number of MiG-25 are 
also being acquired for using them only for reconnaissance purposes. 


Under the circumstances, there is no question of going back on the Jaguar deal. 
But what is under consideration is the size and scope of the agreement. Defence 
experts reckon that the acquisition of over 100 Jaguars, of which 45 will be 
assembled in India, and the attainment of manufacturing of MiG-23 even if on a 
modest scale should meet the immediate requirements of the air force. 


There has of late been some lopsided speculation about choosing an aircraft 
which has more relevance to the next decade. It can be said on the strength 
of most competent sources that India is keeping its option open. 


While the agreement with the manufacturer of Jaguar, British Aerospace, entitles 
India to have a lien on its next generation fighter-bomber Tornado, the French- 
built Mirage-2000 is also under consideration. 


The factors which will weigh in facilitating a final decision are to what 
extent will the deal help make India self-reliant in less than ten years. A 
caveat India would add is to make sure that the aircraft to be selected would 
not be offered to ite immediate neighbouring countries. 
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lt is reasonably certain that the choice of the next generation aircraft is 
limited to a Buropean version, but India will not compromise on transfer of 
technology. Although it is conceded that borrowing of technology is necessary, 
there will be no let-up in establishing facilities to make the country self- 
reliant in defence in coming years which might mark a turning point in the 
security environment in the region. 


Notwithstanding the Reagan administration's demonstrative partisan attitude 
toward Pakistan, India has not yet given up ite plan to buy Tow missiles and 
mountain gune from the US. The coming visit here of the Indian ambassador to 
Washington, Mr K. R. Narayana should afford an opportunity to review the pros- 
pects of the deal in the light of the obtaining political reality. 


A final agreement to obtain submarines from West Germany is now near formality. 
Two submarines will be bought outright and facilities for manufacturing two more 
will be provided by the Germans. India will exercise its option to add two more 
submarines to ite latest fleet. India has now eight Soviet-built submarines. 


The naval vigilance has, in the context of increasing big-power rivalry in the 
Indian Ocean, gained new dimension. Policing of India's huge ocean resources 
and far-flung areas as demonstrated in the recent dispute with Bangladesh over 
the new Moore Island has thrust a new responsibility on the navy. 


It was amply demonstrated in the 1971 conflict with Pakistan that without a vigi- 
lant navy, the tide of the war could have been different. Negotiations for 
acquiring one more aircraft carrier besides modernising the "Vikrant" are now 
under way. 


On the present showing the strides in achieving self-reliance in defence are 
encouraging. The agreement to acquire and manufacture the Soviet-built T-76 
field guns bears well not only for making the country self-reliant, but also 
diversifying the sources of defence wares.

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FURTHER DETAILS OF AGREEMENTS WITH ZIMBABWE TOLD 
Madras THE HINDU in English 23 May 81 p 9 
[Article by G. K. Reddy: "Indian Aid To Restore Zimbabwe's Economy") 


[Text] New Delhi, May 22--As part of the three umbrella agreements that were 
signed today for trade, technical and cultural cooperation, India has offered 
a token credit of Re five crores to Zimbabwe to commence the process of infra- 
structure assistance for restoring the economy of this newly independent South- 
ern African nation. 


This modest credit is only the starting point for increased Indian assistance 
in various sectors ranging from railways and telecommunications, mining and 
metallurgy to agriculture and education, public health and civil aviation. 


A credit of Re five crores was offered a year ago at 8.5 per cent interest by 
the Industrial Development Bank of India (IDBI) repayable in eight years, which 
was not utilised by Zimbabwe but was still open for the purchase of Indian goods 
and services. The new Government-to-Government credit of Re five crores will 
carry an interest of only five per cent and is repayable in 15 years with three 
years grace. 


But this token credit does not reflect the full magnitude of the assistance 
that Zimbabwe is seeking from India for some of its priority sectors to over- 
come che economic dislocations caused by the prolonged freedom struggle and the 
aftermath of the country's independence. 


Railway experts: About 200 Indian railway experts are to be sent to help re- 
habilitate Zimbabwe's badly rundown rail system. There is also a request for 
an unspecified number of mining and telecommunication experts. 


The Zimbabwe Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, is seeking India's help in the agricul- 
tural sector where 6,000 whites who own practically half the arable land concen- 
trate on commercial farming for export, while the Africans with their small land- 
holdings grow only subsistence crops to eke out a meagre living without much 
investment. 


He is seeking Indian assistance in rural development for the introduction of 
power tillers and other modern equipment with more fertilizer and other inputs 
to improve the quality of African farming after distributing the lands of 
absentee white owners who have left the country after independence. 
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Mugabe confident: The difficulty with Zimbabwe is that ite economy is totally 
integrated into the Western economic system and it is not easy to disengage 
without running the risk of further dislocation. Mr Mugabe wants to avoid the 
danger of a breakdown by attempting to awitch over abruptly to the socialist 
pattern. He feels reasonably confident that Zimbabwe would be able to turn 
the corner in five or ten years and emerge with ite immense natural resources 
as one of the more prosperous countries in Africa. 


He convened in Salisbury a few monthe back a conference on reconstruction and 
development of Zimbabwe (ZIMCORD) to which a number of donor countries from the 
East and Weat and the World Bank and other international organisations were in- 
vited to organise an aid consortium. All the major Western countries and China 
attended, but the Soviet bloc countries kept out saying that it was not customary 
for them to participate in such multilateral aid programmes. 


Though India was invited, it preferred to attend only as an observer maintaining 
that it would be incongruous on ite part to attend a donors’ conference as a 
donor while it was seeking aid for iteelf from the same sources. 


The Zimbabwean Government appreciated the Indian stand that it would be more 
appropriate for India to have a bilateral aid programme rather than route its 
contributions in cash credits or technical services through an international 
consortium, 





The talks have taken place in Delhi between Mre Gandhi and Mr Mugabe and senior 
Ministers on either side in pursuance of this understanding to concentrate on 
bilateral aid programmes. 


In addition to the token credits that have been given, India has offered to 
depute Indian experts under the Indian technical and economic assistance pro- 
gramme which is totally financed from aid funds voted by Parliament. 


Starting point: The agreements recched during this visit are seen only as a 
starting point for increased Indian participation in the development of Zim- 
babwe with its immense resources. 


Mr Mugabe, who was due to visit Agra today and address a press conference later 
this afternoon, cancelled all his public engagements to take complete rest after 
his exhausting visits to China and Japan. The intense summer heat in Delhi 
seems to have got him down, since he looked very tired and badly in need of some 
rest before leaving tomorrow for Pakistan. 


lle will, however, be addressing the postponed press conference tomorrow after 
the release of the joint communique. A rather austere and mild-mannered man, 
he looked quite satisfied with the outcome of his visit at the signing ceremony 
today. 


Most Favoured Nation Treatment: 


UNI reports: Under the trade agreement, the two countries have agreed to grant 
each other most favoured nation treatment in respect of import and export licences. 
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The agreement on economic and technical cooperation envisages Indian assistance 
to Zimbabwe in setting up emall-acale and other industries in agriculture and 
fisheries, and in the exploitation of ofl] and natural resources.

[Text] New Delhi, May 19: India today offered to supply wheat seeds, spraying 
equipment and agricultural machinery to South Yemen. 


The two countries also signed a cultural exchange programme. 


Following discussions held with the delegation accompanying the President, Mr 

Ali Nasser Mohamed of the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen, India agreed to 
conduct five new feasibility studies and review six feasibility studies conducted 
by other sources. 


The minutes of discussions between the two sides which were signed today provide 
for visit of an Indian medical team, training of 30 South Yemeni nationals and 
deputation of 15 Indian experts in various disciplines for various durations.

The minutes of discussions were signed by Mr R. D. Sathe, foreign secretary 
and Mr Abdullah Saeed Abaddan, deputy planning minister of South Yemen. 


During the talas, the Indian. delegation expressed its sincere desire to further 
strengthen economic and technical desire to further economic and technical co- 
operation with the PDRY. The Indian side pointed out that economic and technical 
cooperation arong developi: g countries was not a matter of rhetoric for India 

but an article of deep faith. 


India assured South Yemeni facilities for training police personnel in new 
techniques of crime detection. The assurance was given to the visiting South 
Yemen home minister, Mr Saleh Mosleh Qasim, when he called on the Union home 
minister, Mr Zail Singh, here. 


Mr Zail Singh spoke of the historical ties between the two countries and said 
these should be further strengthened. 


The possibilities of developing closer economic and technical cooperation 


between India and Algeria were discussed at a meeting of the planning ministers 
of the two countries here today.

[Text] Mre Gandhi flatters the press when she attacks it. Such is her status 
in the country that she can quietly ignore their criticism even if the news- 
papers were all reaged against her which, of course, they are not. Indeed, most 
of them are agree: that no viable alternative to her as Prime Minister is in 
sight and they report her utterances reasonably faithfully, often on the 

front page. Why then is she so ill-disposed towards the press? 


In order to answer this question, it would have been useful if she had made some 
statement which could help one understand whom she has in mind when she talks of 
the press. But in all probability there is no such statement on record. One has 
therefore no choice but to speculate. 


As Prime Minister it is Mrs Gandhi's duty to be fully posted on the doings of a 
substantial section of the Indian language press during communal, caste or lin- 
guistic conflicts. In the absence of evidence to the contrary, it must be assumed 
that her aides keep her informed on this vital issue and that she is aware 

that the role of a substantial number of Indian language newspapers is not al- 
ways helpful. But she has never breathed a word against them. On the contrary, 
it has been her government's policy to assist them by way of allotment of news- 
print and advertisement. 


This is not a plea that she should re.'se her policy. She cannot, not because 
she believes that small is beautiful but because too many political interests 
have got involved at the district and the state level in small and medium news- 
papers and magazines. Even if she could override these interests which is not 
easy, for some obscure reason she is not so inclined. I am making the point 
only to draw the inference that when Mrs Gandhi talks of the press, she has 
mostly the English-language metropolitan papers and magazines in mind. 


Many Islands 


This section of the press is also not monolithic. It is not like an island in 
the Indian sea. It is like so many isolated and widely dispersed islands. It 
does not speak with mevoice. It reflects the confusion and incoherence of the 











clase it representse--the intelligentsia with a modicum of knowledge of the 
English language. Indeed, to call it a class is to stretch the definition of 
the concept. As such, in terms of power which in India grows out of the slit 
of the ballot box, it is as easy for a ruler like Mre Gandhi to ignore this 
section of the press as it is to ignore the clase for which and to which it 
speaks. 


One explanation which Mrs Gandhi's critics have managed to spread is that she 
cannot stand any criticism at all and wants the press to praise her all the 

time. But why? Again, the critics have popularised the view that this alleged 
trait in her personality is the result of her feeling of insecurity born out of 

a difficult childhood. But serious studen'» f public affairs do not take this 
kind of psycho-history seriously. In this case, the “analysts” are neither seri- 
ous nor trained psychologists. 


Mrs Gandhi's view, as it emerges in private conversations, is fairly simple and 
straightforward. She has no difficulty in showing that some critics have clearly 
been unfair and motivated. Witness the lengths to which some well-known journal- 
ists went in 1977-79 to involve her in the assassination of Mr L. N. Mishra and 
the death of Mr Nagarwalla and to "prove" that she had hidden vast sums of money 
in her farm house near Mehrauli. 


But she does not press this point too hard. In fact, she only hints at it. 

She emphasises that by focussing attention on the government's failures the 
press undermines the people's confidence in the country's future and lowers its 
prestige abroad, thereby making it difficult for the authorities to mobilise 
support by way of aid. 


Some Merit 


On the face of it, there is some merit in this view. The press tends to high- 
light failures rather than successes. That can create a defeatist atmosphere 
and can discourage some donor governments and aid agencies. In certain situa- 
tions like a communal flare-up, critical reports in the press can also facili- 
tate the task of those like Pakistan who are not well disposed towards this 
country. 


But the press is not without a case. By its very nature the press in all demo- 
cracies concentrates on failures and breakdowns because these departures from 

the normal constitute news. People going about their normal business do not make 
news. People murdering one another for whatever reason make news. 


Moreover, implicit in a society's decision to function as a democracy is a 
declaration of faith in its capacity to face the truth about itself. With their 
first information act the Americans have perhaps pushed the aspect of a demo- 
cratic polity a bit too far. No government can function effectively without a 
measure of secrecy and confidentiality. But to begin with, the anxiety to expose 
in America was largely a reaction to gross abuse of power by successive adminis- 
trations in Vietnam and in dealing with domestic opposition on that issue. 
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And surely no one can argue that the U.S. prestige abroad has suffered more as 
a result of the exposure of official policies and actions in Vietnam than of 
those actions. Indeed, the exposure forced Washington finally to get out of 
the quagmire of Indo-China. 


Democratic societies pay a price for having a free press. But nondemocratic 
societies pay a bigger one for having a subservient press. Stalin's Russia and 
Mao's China illustrate the point. If Stalin and Mao Zedong had wanted to find 
out the truth about the state of the economy, for example, they could obviously 
have secured the facts from their all-pervasive intelligence agencies. But 

those who sti‘le the opposition and the press also demoralise their intelligence 
agencies. These, too, tell the mighty men what they think the latter want to 
hear. In any case, the compulsion to review a policy is greatly weakened in 

the absence of an exposure of its failure. The result in the case of the Soviet 
Union and China is there for all to see. 


In India the executive has generally enjoyed enormous freedom of action vis-a-vis © 
the legislature and the press. Mr Nehru was, for instance, able to pursue a policy 
of friendship towards China despite the Chinese occupation of Tibet which placed 
it in a position to advance territorial claims on India. Mrs Gandhi herself 

has not felt inhibited in adopting a more liberal policy towards privately- 

owned industry and trade. She is free to pursue whatever policy she chooses 
towards China and Pakistan. In the last 34 years there has been only one occa- 
sion when the press can be said to have contributed towards queering the pitch 

for the executive--in respect of China policy in 1959-62. 


But in that case several factors had come together--the presence of a strong 
anti-Menon sentiment and lobby within the ruling Congress party, Mr Nehru's 
own ambivalence towards China, his conviction that China would not attack 
India and so on. In fact, it would be reasonable to speculate that the press 
would not have been able to play the role it did if Mr Menon was not so large 
and easy a target and if Mr Nehru had not come to distrust the Chinese leader- 
ship. 


Some of those close to Mrs Gandhi have been known to take a rather simplistic 
view of the problem of projecting the country's image abroad. It does not even 
occur to them that the freedom that the Indian press enjoys is by itself an 
advertisement for the country. That, however, is not the most critical issue. 
We must above all be concerned with the health of our society. The relevant 
question, therefore, is not whether a free press is a help or hindrance in pro- 
jecting a good image of the country abroad but whether it is a help or hindrance 
in promoting generally accepted social objectives like secularism, social 
justice and harmony at home. 


Not at Fault 


It will be naive to pretend that the press as a whole deserves a clean bill 
of health on this count. It does not. There exist any number of newspapers 
which promote parochialism, communalism and casteism. But the English-language 
metropolitan ones are seldom the offenders in such cases. As a rule they do 
not incite communal, caste and regional passions. On the contrary, they use 
their influence such as it is on the side of the forces of sanity and amity. 
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Recently the riot in Biharsharif and candid reports on it by newspapers freely 
accessible to foreign diplomats and chanceries might have been embarrassing to 
Mrs Gandhi on the eve of her visit to Kuwait and the UAE. But it should be 
obvious to her that one reason why we have been reasonably successful in coping 
with the communal problem is that we have not sought to close our eyes to it 


which is what our failure to report incidents of communal violence would amount 
to. 


Never before has Mrs Gandhi been in greater need of being informed of develop- 
ments by an agency which is not under the control of her government. She ought 
to know that her appointees, especially some of the chief ministers, are using 
her general criticism of the press to stifle all criticism of themselves, how- 
ever justified, so that they can keep her in the dark and indulge in self- 
aggrandisement on a truly unprecedented scale.

(Text] Bareilly, June 9 (UNI)--The Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, today 
assured the people that she would not impose emergency in any case to deal with 
the existing situation in the country. 


Addressing election meetings at Nawabganj, Meerganj and Bareilly towns, the Prime 
Minister admitted that the prices of some commodities had not come down to the 
desired level. The government was keen on bringing down the prices of various 
commodities to a reasonable level to provide relief to the masses. 


She said the government would take strict measures to curb the price rise. This 
could be done without reimposing emergency. 


"The existing situation in the country is due to the non-performance of the Janata 
party and the Lok Dal governments from 1977 to 1980. If we fail to control the 
price rise, no other government can do so," she said. 


Mrs Gandhi blamed the opposition for creating an atmosphere of violence and 
confusion by organising agitations. 


Mrs Gandhi said her party was totally against agitations. By launching agitations 
a political party could not serve the people. They could only disturb the law 
and order situation. 


Commenting on the recent riots in Moradabad and other places, the Prime Minister 
said the government had been able to control the situation oy taking strong 
measures against the anti-social elements. The atmosphere oi violence had been 
created by a section of society which had the backing of some political elements. 
In Moradabad, the situation was somewhat different from other places. The govern- 
ment was trying its best to get the people rehabilitated and help the artisans to 
re-establish their factories which had been either damaged or destroyed during 

the riots. 
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Decrying the opposition propaganda that her party nominee Begum Abida Ahmed was 
an outsider, the Prime Minister said Begum Ahmed was born in a village of 
Budaun district and education in Aligarh Muslim University. How could she be 
termed an outsider, she asked, 


She also termed as a "lie" the opposition propaganda that the Begum was encourag-~ 
ing communalism in the election campaign, and wondered how she could encourage 
communalism when her husband, the late President Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed, had 
sacrificed his life for maintaining unity and secularism, 


Mrs Gandhi said the Union government had provided Rs. 6,500 crores for Uttur 
Pradesh during the sixth plan. The funds could be used for developing power, 
inc .stries, agriculture and irrigation potential. 


This was the first time in history that the Centre had provided so much funds 
to the state for the developmental activities in the state. 


The Prime Minister charged the opposition parties in general, and the Lok Dal in 
particular, with encouraging casteism. "Although the evil of casteism has been 
present for a long time, the Lok Dal leaders have encouraged it rather too much," 
she said. 


The Prime Minister said she had come to know that some people were opposing the 
government's wheat procurement policy. The government would not surrender before 
these antisocial elements and would continue the procurement drive till all its 
godowns are packed. 


Without naming Mr H.N. Bahuguna, the Prime Minister said one of the opposition 
candidates in the Garhwal constituency was bitterly criticising us and was trying 
to mislead the people there by saying that if he won the election, he would form 
the government.

GANDHI ADDRESSES EDUCATION MINISTERS' CONFERENCE

In her 15-minute survey of the education system, the Prime Minister told the 
States thac the steps they take must have the backing and support of certain 
fundamental ideas and values “if we want our education to be more meaningful 
than it has been in many parts of the world." 


It was also the task of the educational system to serve as the talent scout of 


society to enable each individual and each group to overcome handicaps of birth 
and circumstances and to develop its latent potential. 
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There need be no conflict between reservation and quality, Talent is not a 
monopoly of any class or cast, she said. 


Dwelling briefly on the reservation issue, Mrs Gandhi said there was much discus- 
sion on it in academic and political circles, This should be seen as the 
society's response to correct the consequences of centuries of discrimination. 


No class of students, she said, should feel that teachers were unsympathetic if 
not hostile to them, “It is indeed sad when any group of students should or for 
that matter, others should think that they can get justice only from teachers or 
superiors of their own caste, The entire fraternity of teachers should make a 
special effort to remove any such impression," 


On the disquieting tendency on the part of small groups of people to tamper with 
the curricula and overtly and covertly introduce communal and ideological prejudice 
into text books, the Prime Minister said it was essential to have a "very careful 
scrutiny" of all textbooks. 


[t was also unfortunate, she said, that some State Governments had set aside the 
normal statutes governing educational institutions and had appointed packed 
executive bodies. These tendencies and actions brought down the level of the 
nation, she warned. 


Mrs Gandhi said that when one met at conferences like this "we spend much time 
bemoaning our shortcomings and berating our failures that we lose sight of our 
own strong points.” Stock-taking should be honest and should count the pluses 
as well as the minuses, candid self-examination was understandable and essential 
but not self-denigration. 


She said the nation had built a vast infrastructure of science and technology, 
and of training and research in other fields of knowledge. Few countries had a 
greater enrolment of a larger number of qualified scholars. In the last 30 
years, particularly, education had percolated to backward strata and regions, 
thus stimulating social mobility. 


"Our political system, based on adult franchise, our economic system based on 
socialistic planning, reaching unto the last and our education system which 
stresses equality of access are bringing about greater involvement of the 
people--a true participatory democracy,” she added. 


The Prime Minister praised the scientists for the successful launching of the 
SLV-3 from Sriharikota on Sunday. 


"A couple of days ago, our latest satellite launching vehicle soared into the sky 


and our scientists scored another triumph. This is a tribute to our science and 
also to our educational system," she said. 
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Capitation Fees 


Union Education Minister §.B. Chavan asked State Governments to take “effective 
measures" for discouraging the mushroom growth of technical institutes and the 
unhealthy practice of charging capitation fees. 


Mr Chavan said the implementation of the three-language formula set out in the 
national policy of education had been, in some cases, diluted, distorted or 
disregarded in varying degree, 


Mr Chavan said the time had come for adopting a more liberal approach in providing 
facilities for the teaching of Languages not necessarily limited to the framework 
of the policy perhaps even going beyond it if circumstances demanded, 


In a more limited way one could look at the problems of the population on the 
inter-State borders within the country where bilingualism was a matter of day-to- 
day life. Such population groups would obviously stand to gain from additional 
language teaching facilities available within the respective state systems, he 
said, 


Time-bound programmes for universalisation of elementary education and strengthen- 
ing of the links between education, employment and development, are among the 
subjects being discussed at the conference. 


Emphasising the need for education reform, Mr Chavan said strengthening of science 
education at the school was a critical need "if we are to have strong base for 


greater and greater self-reliance in the fast changing world of science and tech- 
nology.

[Text] New Delhi, May 19--Prime Minister, Indira Gandhi's visit to Chandigar 
tomorrow will be the first of similar visits she proposes to make to different 
state capitals during parliament's inter-session period. 


This is expected to be more or less a permanent feature of the prime minister's 
activities at least for some time to come and obviously represents a new approach 
to tackling the nation's problems. 


Essentially, the purpose of such visits will be to accelerate the pace of devel- 
opment by making an on-the-spot study of the problems faced by different states 
and adopting measures for removing the bottlenecks. 


The exercise will not be confined to development matters alone. She is expected 
to go into the entire gamut of problems each individual state is facing. She 
will take a close look at the law and order situation and also try to find solu- 
tions to inter-state disputes.

In Chandigarh, for example, the problem of immediate concern, among others, is 
the slow pace of procurement in the states of Punjab and Haryana. This problem 
has national implications because these two states provide the bulk of the sur- 
plus foodgrains of the country. 


Then there is the problem of river valley projects in these states which have re- 
mained unimplemented for years owing to disputes over sharing of the river 
waters. A resolution of these disputes is important for meeting the chronic 
power shortage in the northern region as also for further increase in agricultural 
production in these states.

Trade Pact Signed 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 23 May 81 p 5 


[Text] New Delhi, May 22--India and Zimbabwe today signed the first ever agree- 
ments for expansion of trade, economic and technical cooperation and for prompt- 
ing cultural relations. 


The agreements were signed by the ministers concerned from the two sides in the 
presence of the Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi and the Zimbabwe Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr Robert Mugabe. The two leaders had wideranging talks yesterday. 


Under the trade agreement, the two countries agreed to grant each other most 
favoured nation treatment in respect of imports and exports. The two-year 
trade agreement provides for exports and imports in free convertible currency. 


Under the five-year economic and technical agreement, the two countries will 
exchange experts and technology for stepping up productivity. India will 
assist Zimbabwe in the task of reconstruction which has been made necessary by 
years of liberation struggle. India will provide training to Zimbabwe person- 
nel in academic and technical institutions. 


The areas identified for cooperation are industries, agriculture and fisheries, 
exploration and exploitation of oil and natural gas resources and tourism.

LOK SABHA PASSES DISTURBED AREAS BILL 
Madras THE HINDU in English 7 May 81 p 7 


[Text] New Delhi, May 6--All Opposition groups except the Muslim League walked 
out of the Lok Sabha this afternoon dissatisfied with Government assurances that 
the Disturbed Areas (Special Courts) Amendment Bill was not aimed at toppling 
non-Congress (1) State Governments. 


The walk-out came as the House carried the Bill with 110 votes in favour and 44 
against. 


The Bill, which the Opposition denounced as a “black” legislation as they walked 
out, empowers the Central Government to declare an area as “disturbed” and to 
set up special courts for speedy disposal of cases connected with disturbances. 


"Yo. are trying to bring back Emergency through piecemeal legislation,” charged 
Mr Satyasadhan Chakroborty CPI(M). A CPI member, Mr Ram Avatar Shastri feared 

the Centre would now organise agitations in non-Congress(I) ruled States so as 

to be able to declare the area as “disturbed.” 


Reiterating that the ruling party was not interested in toppling non-Congress 
(1) Governments the Minister said the Centre was only acquiring certain concur~- 
rent powers through this measure. 


Earlier speaking during the third reading of the Bill, the CPIi-member, Mr Niren 
Ghosh, said the measure was constitutionally invalid and deserved to be thrown 
out. 


Mr Ghosh demanded withdrawal of this Bill which he termed as “anti-people, anti- 
Indian and anti-constitutional." 


Mr George Fernandes, Lok Dal, said what appeared to be an innocuous piece of 
legislation was sinister in its design and capable of creating a tremendous 
amount of mischief. 


He said the Bill was a “fig leaf" behind which was the clear intention of the 
Centre to interfere in non-Cong (I)-ruled States. He said the Opposition must 
stand united in opposing all measures which were against human rights and tended 
to destroy democratic institutions.--UNI, PTI.

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WEST BENGAL CPI DISCIPLINES DANGE SUPPORTERS 
Calcutta THE STATEMSAN in English 22 May 81 p 16 


[Text] The West Bengal CPI has taken disciplinary action against those members 
who have openly opposed the expulsion of the former party chairman Mr Dange, 
through meetings and processions, mostly in Calcutta, Howrah and Nadia. 


The party's Calcutta District Council has suspended for six months three mem- 
bers of its secretariat who had organized an anti-party meeting in the Indian 
Association Hall and suspended for three months anothe: 11 members and removed 
them from their positions in elected bodies. The party's State executive on 
Thursday endorsed this decision. Another member was dropped from the party 
membership. 


The CPI leader, Mr Biswanath Mukherjee said that the Howerah District Council 
was issuing show cause notices to Mohammed Hannas and three other members of the 
district council for their anti-party activities. Thirty more members of Howrah 
might leave the party and join the breakaway group, the All India Communist Party 
of Mr Dange. Mr Mukherjee had earlier stated that about 1,500 CPI members in 
West Bengal had joined the AICP. 


Regarding another troubled district, Nadia, Mr Mukherjee said that three mem- 
bers of the district council, Mr Nitaipada Sarkar, Mr Sushil Sikdar and Mr Hazari 
Biswas had organized a demonstration and a street corner meeting where anti- 
party slogans were raised. As the District Council was preoccupied now with the 
municipal elections it had refrained from taking disciplinary action against them. 


Mr Mukherjee said that in Midnapore several District Council members had in a 
letter criticized Mr Dange's expulsion by the National Council but had expressed 
at the same time their willingness to work as members. 


Me Dange's expulsion has done the maximum damage to the »arty's West Bengal 
unit while even in Maharashtra, where Mr Dange had worked for decades, there 
has been negligible damage. There has been erosion in minor pockets in some 
other States. 


A feeling is current in the West Bengal CPI circle that Mr Dange's theory that 
the CPI had surrendered to the CPI(M) had sold well in West Bengal because of 
the ultra Left posture of the State CPI(M)'s leadership. Only in the municipal 
elections the State CPI(M) had given at last the CPI the position of the second 
Left party in West Bengal. This belated recognition had confused the ultra 
tight elements within the CPI.

If Rs 200 crore of the proceeds is taken into account in the 
financial year 1980-831, only Rs 157.19 crore will be available during the cur- 
rent year. This alone will mean a shortfall of Rs 642.81 crore on the revenue 
side and will raise the budgetary deficit from Rs 1,5°9 crore as envisaged by 
the Finance Minister in the budget to Rs 2,181.81 crore. The provision for de- 
fence has to be increased in view of war preparations across the borders besides 
the expenditures on Asian Games and extia dearness allowances have to be borne. 
All these may push up the budgetary de*icit to more than Rs 2,500 crore and high 
inflationary potential of this figure cannot be overestimated. 


Industrial growth rate has failed to pick up as hoped by the Government. With 
great difficulty it is raised to four per cent or so. 


The balance of payments position is to come under severe strains. Mounting in- 
port bill, despite increasing export earnings, has left a huge deficit in the 
balance of trade. On the top of this comes a sharp decline in inward remittances 
and it is estimated that the shortfall may come to Rs 1,000 crore in 1981 as 
compared to iast year. This may be due largely to the hostilities between Iran 
and Iraq.

It is reported tvat the Government is considering a package of measures to 

curb inflation. In this package are supposed to be included following steps, 
namely, restrictive credit policy, increasing the price of indigenous crude, 
wage-freeze and a ceiling on dividendrates. These steps may prove to be coun- 
terproductive if past experiences are any guide. The proposal to impound addi- 
tional dearness allowances will surely be resisted by workers and this will 
adversely affect industrial relations and production. Credit curbs may not 
affect traders and industrialists when they are allowed to get funds from the 
people through debentures and company deposits besides large amounts of unaccount- 
able money circulating in the economy. The impact on hoarding may be at best 
only marginal. If there is any effective ceiling on the rate of dividend, the 
device of bonus shares and free gifts can be resorted to compensate the share- 
holders. 





The current prices of indigenous crude are 4.58 dollars (for onshore) and six 
per barrel (for offshore) while the imported crude costs 38 dollars per barrel. 
If the prices of indigenous crude are increased, selling prices of petroleum 
products have to be revised u»wards. Though this step will cut the budgetary 
deficit, it will push up the price index. 


It is clear that the economy is in grave straits and it could not be taken out 
»y adopting either soft options or anti-working class policies. What is imme- 
diately required is the entry of public sector in the production of consumer 
goods and the takeover of wholesale trade in essential items of consumption 
and certain raw materials, in addition to strengthening public distribution 
system. The nationalisation of sugar, drug, vanaspati, and cotton textile in- 
dustries may have to be thought of.

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SIKH EDITORS CONDEMN DEMAND FOR 'KHALISTAN'

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BIHAR GUNMAKING REPORTED TO BE SOPHISTICATED INDUSTRY

[Text] Patna, May 24 (UNI)--Nalanda, once the cradle of the arts, is new vast 
factory of illegal arms. Variously described as the Birmingham of India and 
the paradise of gunrunners, the district's villages are dotted with numerous 
illicit outfits making fire-arms mostly for the underworld. 


Gun making in the area has passed the ‘cottage industry’ stage and acquired 
sophistication. The hundreds of concealed factories in the area use drilling 
machines and lathes, according to police sources. 


In raids conducted between 1979 and 1980 the police seized 1,300 ready-for- 
sale guns, 1,900 unfinished guns, 27 lathes and 14 drilling machines from illi- 
cit factories in 55 villeges and arrested 89 persons. 


Sources said that Nalanda vas not the only district to produce illegal arms. 
Monghyr district, where a Covernment gun factory is located, had the dubious 
privilege of giving birth to the illegal arms business in the country, a source 
said. 


While Bhojpur and Rohtas can also boast of large-scale gunmaking it is in 
Nalanda district that the trade is best organised, and efficient distribution 
centres carry on business, say police sources. 


According to one estimate, the daily production of guns averages 800 which 
crosses the 10,000 mark during election time.

In over 50 villages of the district, gunmaking is flourishing as a cottage 
industry. The arms are smuggled to districts 1i'.. Bhagalpur, Aurangabad and 
Begusarai, police sources said. 


An area where the arms industry is lucrative is Naxalite-infested Bhojpur, 
where extremists allegedly bring in sophisticated arms from outside and pro- 
vide a chance to local artisans to improve their craft. 


Another area from where illegal arms travel fast is the lamoor hill region in 
neighbouring Rohtas district which is considered a ‘'mini-Chambal.' It is 
here the dreaded outlaw Mohan Bind and his gang operate official reports ad- 
mitted that police in the district could not match the fire power of the 
criminals. [as published] 


Police also fear that arms with foreign markings had also been smuggled into 
parts of Bihar through the open borders of Nepal anu Bangladesh in the past.

Although there was not much vegetation there except small shrubs of kushas, 
there were indications, he added, that a portion of the island did not get sub- 
merged at any time of the year. There was, however, no sign of life but for 
the seagulle and sea crabs. 


Replying to a question, Mr Pal said that a route to the island from Namkhana, 
the developed gateway to the Sunderbars, was being explored. 


He added that the island was »eing regularly visited by Indian fishermen. They 
had guided the first BSF party to the island. 


Mr Pal said that all arrangements had been made to protect the New Moore Island 


and BSF jawans were maintaining vigil in view of the movement of Bangladesh Navy 
boats.

[Text] Rourkela, June 4 (UNI)--The Public Investment Board has cleared 
of five power generation sets from abroad, for the Rourkela and Bhilai steel 
plants, having 4 capacity of 60 megawatts each. 


The steel authorities here have floated iuternational tenders for the equipment 


according to Mr K.R. Sangameswaran, General Manager, Works, and acting Managing 
Director of the Roirkela Steel plant (RSP). 


Mr Sangameswaran said Poland and Japan had already submitted their proposals. A 
final decision on these sets, the lead setting time for which is stated to be 
36-40 months, is likely to be taken soon after the proposal is cleared by the 
Central Government. 


Earlier, at the Bhilai Steel Plant, Managing Director [.R.S. Sekhar had stated 
that the Bhilai requirement of 60 megawatt was also being detailed to tenders 
called for Rourkela. Poland is already supplying power generation equipment for 
Bokaro and Durgapur Steel Plant but there has been a setback in their supply 
schedule. 


Power position in the next few years particularly in relation to meeting the 
needs of expansion and modernisation schemes now one at various steel plants 
still continues to be the biggest constraint. The State electricity boards of 
Madhya Pradesh and Orissa have been unable to supply the total power needed by 
these plants due to a shortfall in their own generation programmes. 


The Orissa State Electricity Board (OSEB) relies mainly on its hydel generation 
capicity which is to a large extent dependent upon monsoons in the region. The 
OSEB is committed to supplying 90 MW of power to the RSP but the average supply 
is around 40 MW only. 


The total requirement of the RSP at present with various expansion schemes which 
would upgrade its capacity from the present 1.8 million tonnes of ingot and 
salable steel to 2,5 million tonnes is about 140 MW. The plant has a captive 
capacity of 100 MW which is sought to be supplemented by another 120 MW before 
the expansion and modernisation is completed. 
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After implementation of these echemes the total power requirement at the plant 
is also expected to rise to about 250 MW and even with the increase in quantum 
of captive power generation there would be a shortiall in "this respect which 

would have to be met by the OSEB." 


The power engineers here feel that the Planning Commission and the Central 
Electric Authority would have to take 4 more realistic view of the power 
requirements of the steel plante if the installed capacities at these plants 
for production of steel and other products are to be met, 


According to Mr Sekhar of the Bhilai Steel Plant they hope to complete the erection 
of power plants up to an additional capacity of 74 MW by the end of this year 
from which about 50 MW of power would be available for the plant early next year. 


After the expansion programmes in the Bhilai Steel Plant have been completed the 


total power requirement for the plant will go up to about 240 MW which would be 
more or less met by the increased generation capacity. 
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PUNJAB, HARYANA UNHAPPY OVER STATE GRAIN TARGETS

[Text] Chandigarh, May 22--A feeling is growing in the ruling circles of Punjab 
and Haryana that they have been Laken for a ride by the Union Agriculture Minis- 
try in the matter of wheat production and procurement. The political leaders 
in these States complain privately that they are being held responsible for a 
phenomenon on which they had no control. 


Ofiicial circles here feel that the Union Agriculture Minister and others in his 
Ministry did not have accurate projections of the rabi crop. Naturally, the 
Centre did not give any special guidelines to meet a difficult situation. The 
guidelines came when it was already too late, they said. 


To begin with, the two State Governments point out, the Centre fixed unrealistic 
procurement targets for the two States despite the warning that those targets 
were not practicable. 


The Union Ministry fixed 47,00,000 tons and 17,00,000 tons for Punjab and Har- 
yana, respectively. Both the governments pointed out at that time that it would 
be difficult for them to meet the target figures. While Punjab wanted it 
around 43,00,000 tons, Haryana said that it would be able to procure 12,00,000 
to 13,00,000 tons. 


Agricultural experts and administrators in the region think that the previous 
year's targets, 43,00,000 tons and 14,00,000 tons for Punjab and Haryana respec- 
tively, would have been the right targets for the two States. Even these targets 
would be achieved with difficulty if some natural factors resulted in a setback 
to the crop. 


The Punjab administrators in particular and the Haryana counterparts in general 
are aggrieved that the Union Agriculture Minister did not tend to believe that 
there was a natural shortfall in the wheat production. 


The real complaint of the two States, however, concerns the Union Ministry's 
failure to anticipate the present situation. They feel that the Centre should 
have known how the grain trade in the private sector would react. Since private 
traders from outside Punjab and Haryana have been in the procurement business, 
official agencies are finding it difficult to meet the procurement targets. 
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Governments were not prepared for avirtual “invasion” by the private traders of 
other States who o!fered as high a price as Re 170 a quintal against the offi- 
cial support price of Re 130 a quintal. 


The two States could not take drastic measures on their own especially when 
Haryana is to go to the polls within a year and ite main rival is the farmers 
party, the Lok Dal, and the Punjab Government has to tackle Akalis, also with 
farmers as a backbone. 


In the circumstances, some sort of restriction on movement of grain among differ- 
ent States, even if it meant forming a State zone, should have been thought of 
by the Centre much before the procurement season. 


The proposal for levy on traders would not have helped as most transactions are 
said to be clandestine. 


Raids to discover hoarded wheat and such other steps will be seen in the coming 
days. But it is, as officials admit, too late to repair the damage already done. 


Besides, the Food Corporation of India and the two State Governments have not 
been on best of their terms for quite some time and the Central Government 
should have found out a solution to this problem earlier. 
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DELHI CONFERENCE APPRAISES CURRENT FARM PRODUCTION

[Text] New Delhi, May 23--The Union agriculture ministry officials describe as 
purely speculative reports that India may have to buy wheat abroad in view of 
the low procurement so far. 


It is admitted that the procurement target of 9.5 million tonnes would be diffi- 
cult to achieve if one goes by the present trends. However, officials claim that 
the target was deliberately set high and they expect to net 6.5 million tonnes 

by the middle of next month. 


With procurement picking up somewhat in the last few days, the total accretion 
to the Central reserve so far is given at 5.2 million tonnes. 


Last year 5.9 million tonnes of wheat was procured for the Central reserve of 
which Punjab alone contributed 4.25 million tonnes. 


Punjad and Haryana were expected to contributed 60 per cent of foodgrains to the 
Central pool this year, but actual procurement has been much lower because of 
purchases by private traders from markets as well as from farmers directly. 


The private trade is offering as much as Ks 150 a quintal against the procure- 
ment rate of Re 130. 


Even though the period of peak arrivals is over, officials in the ministry are 
confident of procuring 6.5 million tonnes during the current season. 


The total foodgrain production this year was expected to be 133 million tonnes 
with the share of wheat at 36 million tonnes. This is thought to be within 
grasp. 


However, rice production, which was estimated at 56 million tonnes, might exper- 
lence a shortfall of one million tonnes. 


With the total procurement placed at 6.5 million tonnes of wheat, reserves with 
the Centre and the states, which dwindled to ten million tonnes before the cur- 
rent harvest, would cross the minimum limit of 15 million tonnes. 





However, the offtake of foodgrains from the Central pool has shown a big jump. 
In 1980, it was 15 million tonnes as against 10.7 million tonnes in 1979 and 
8.7 million tonnes in 1978. 
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With the offtake maintaining an upward trend, the government's aim of holding 
the minimum buffer stock of 15 million tonnes and at the same time feeding the 
public distribution system would be put to a test. 


A two-day conference of representatives of state governments convened by the Union 
agriculture ministry in New Delhi reflected on this dilemma as it engaged in an 
appraisal of agricultural production in the current season.

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NEW PLANT NUTRIENT COULD BOOST FOOD PRODUCTION 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 24 May 81 p 7 


[Text] Bombay, May 23--A plant growth nutrient, the first of its kind in India, 
capable of boosting agricultural production by as much as 20 to 30 per cent has 
been developed by a team of scientists of Hindustan Lever's research centre at 


Andheri, Bombay. 


PGN, or Mixtalol, as it will be marketed, represents the pinnacle of nearly 
three years of inspired research investigations. This has been developed 

under the coordination of Dr K. K. G. Menon, research director of the company, 
and backed by his vast experience in the fields of agriculture, microbiology and 
nutrition. 


Tiny Dosage 


According to Dr A. K. Ganguly, chairman of Hindustan Lever, PGN has been vigor- 
ously tested out on three major cereals--wheat, paddy and maize--in Maharashtra, 
Uttar Pradesh and Andhra Pradesh. Even under varying climatic conditions in 

six seasons since 1978, covering both rabi and kharif crops, PGN has proved its 
mettle. 


Although it is not a substitute for chemical fertilisers, PGN costs much less 
for the Indin farmer. [as published] Unlike fertilisers, which would through 
the soil, [as published] PGN works on the plant directly. It comes in a liquid 
form and has to be sprayed. 


It is sticky in consistency and forms a nutrient layer over leaves, stems, shoots 
of the crop, which absorbs it through all these parts and uses the material to 
its advantage. 


The nutrient is used in exceedingly minute quantities, ranging from 0.1 to one 
part per million (PPM) in water. This is equivalent to a few drops in a bucket. 
The resulting solution is sprayed over the plants up to the ‘drip point,’ that 
is, till the crop is seen to the dripping with the nutrient. [as published] 


The nutrient also increases the crops’ ability to take in water through the 
roots and carbon dioxide through the leaves. In effect, the nutrient improves 
the plant's ability to feed itself and the result i. a far healthier crop than 
otherwise. 
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High Return 


The studies have shown that the nutrient does not affect the nutritional quality 
of crops. In fact, they have suggested that it might have a slightly favourable 
influence on grain proteins. 


The sutrient improves the height of the plant, increases the number of tillers 
and grain per tiller, and raises the dry fodder yield as well. To the farmer, 
all thie would mean a bigger, better crop than before from the same patch of 
and, at a great economical advantage. [as published) 


According to the etudy by the company's scientists, the farmer needs only Re 60 
worth of thie plant growth nutrient and labour for a hectare to get a return 
ranging from Re 600 to Re 1,200. 


The company proposes to set up 4 plant at Jammu to manufacture thie plant growth 
mutrient. 


Dr Menon hae eaid “What we have been able to achieve here still remains a scien- 
tific curiosity in other countries including those of the developed West." 
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TAMIL NADU SERIOUSLY APPECTED BY DROUGHT

{Text} Madras, May 7 (PTI)~-Long, winding queues of empty pote before public 
tape mark the rural scene in Tamil Nadu today, as large parte of the state, 
hit by an unprecedented drought, reel under an acute drinking water scarcity. 


Women, with pote on head and hip, rove far and wide and trudge long distances 
in search of water. 


The drought, caused by the failure of both the south-west and the north-east 
monsoons last year, has been so severe that tanks and wells have dried up and 
vast stretches of land lie parched and cracked. Summer has aggravated the 
situation and sparse crops wilt under the blazing sun, adding to the travails 
of the people and livestock. Fodder scarcity has forced many villagers to sell 
their draught animals. 


Markedly deficient rainfall in North Arcot, Pudukottai, Dharmapuri districts 
and in certain are 5 of Tiruchirapalli, Ramanathapuram, South Arcot, Madurai, 
Salem, Chengalpattu and Thanjavur has led to a steep drop in the storage posi- 
tion in most irrigation sources, paralysing farm operations and causing crops 
to wither. 


Only about 21.12 lakh hectares of the normal 28.13 lakh hectares were brought 
under the plough this year. Of this, crops on about 4.93 lakh hectares have 
been affected by drought. Thus, crops on about 1.2 million hectares were either 
not raised or have been affected, according to official sources. 


With no work, farm labour has been the worst hit. 


In a massive effort to tackle the situation, the Tamil Nadu government has so 
far sanctioned about Re 36.75 crores for relief measures. Of this, about 13.15 
crores has been earmarked for sinking new bore wells and deepening the existing 
ones, signifying the high priority accorded to providing drinking water in scar- 
city areas. 


To provide employment for farm labour, the existing works under the national 


rural employment programme are being expedited and new works have been taken. 
Labour-oriented » rks have been sanctioned Rs 17.50 crores. 
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The public diatribution system hae beer strengthened and the Centre has been 
approached for increased allocation e. rice and wheat to feed the system, Land 
revenue remission has been ordered in several areas. 


District collectors have been put in charge of relief operations with advisory 
committees, consisting of the state legislators and MPa formed at the local and 
district levels. A high-levei official committee, with the atate chief secre- 
ae as chairman, has also been set up to monitor and direct the progresa of 
wo . 


About 2,750 bore wells have been sunk and 4,000 more would be completed by July 
end. All available rige have been mobilised and the Centre has been requested 
to divert 100 more rige to the estate. 


The Centre has sanctioned about Re 60 crores for drought relief against Re 130 
crores sought by the state government. 


Woret<Hit District 


North Areot, a large producer of rice and groundnut, is one of the worst-hit 
districts. With no perennial river and very little surface water, it depends 
mainly on the north-east monsoon. It received only 539 mam rainfall last year 
against 938 mm in 1979. The water table has fallen very low and water is avail- 
able only at a depth of 100 feet, according to reports. 


Food production in the district has been hit, with the long-term crop acreage 
dropping by 50 per cent and the short-term by 80 per cent. The area under 
groundnut has aleo come down to 14,000 hectares from 200,000. 


The vast Kaveripattinam irrigation tank, 16 sq. km. in area and 9.5 metres 
deep, and 300-odd other tanks have dried up. 


The picture in Salem and Dharmapuri districts is no different. About 700 
villages have been affected in Salem. The loss of crops in the district is 
estimated at Rs 3 crores. 


Water scarcity is acute in all the municipal towns of Coimbatore, Periyar and 
Nilgiris districts. On May 1, Coimbatore city was promoted to corporation sta- 
tus, but the water supply has only deteriorated further since then. It now 
gets only 5.5 million gallons a day against the normal 7.5 million gallons. 
Water supply through lorries in unserved areas is inadequate. Water sale by 
private well owners has become a flourtshing trade in Singanallur and in cer- 
tain parts of Coimbatore. 


Water scarcity has not spared the famous hill station of Udhagamandalan 


(Ootacamound). Hotels have been hard pressed to ensure an adequate supply 
to the visitors and tourists with the summer rush in full swing.

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TROUBLES OF FOOD DISTRIBUTLON IN MAHARASHTRA NOTED

[Text] Though Maharashtra celebrated ite 2let birth anniversary t..ie month 
with many achievements to its credit, it has little reason to be happy over 
ite record on the food front. 


The state has been deficit in food since 1960 but the hardship of the conrum- 
ere on this account was largely mitigated until recently by a well-organised 
public distribution system. Indeed, it has the highest number of these fair- 
price shops in the country (27,337), even more than the larger states like 
U.P. and Bihar. But of late many of them, particularly those in the rural 
areas, have frequently run out of stocks. 


During the recent session of the legislature, no other issue occasioned so 
much furore as the shortage of foodgrains. The civil supplies minister, Mr 

B. J. Khatal, despite his long experience and enviable patience, had a hard 
time pacifying the opposition. The decision to stop the supply of grains to 
nearly a million workers under the food-{or-wor!. prograime was particularly 
resented in both the houses. Subsequently the minister in charge of the em- 
ployment guarantee scheme, Mr Nanabhau Yambadwar, had to announce partial re- 
sumption of supplies. Since the Centre is no longer providing graine for the 
programme, the state government has appointed a committee-ironically under the 
chairmanship of the “sugar beron,” Mr Shankarrao Kolhe--to procure grains from 
the open market to fill the gap. 


The move to buy the grain in the open market with.n the state has, however, 
backfired as the prices have shot up in consequence. The opposition has 
accused the government of failure to act in time by resorting to monopoly 
procurement or levy. Instead, traders have been allowed to buy cheap from 
farmers well in advance and the government is now purchasing grains from the 
merchants at high prices. 


Yields Lowest 


The basic reasons for the food shortage in Maharashtra are not far to seek. The 





grain ;ields per hectare in the state are about the lowest in the country, being 


only about a third of what they are in Punjab and half of that in Tamil Nadu. 
Likewise, the consumption of fertilisers per hectare of cropped area in the 














state ia very low, being 19.4 kg. againet Gujarat's 31.4 kg. and U.P.'s 30.6 
kg., not to speak of Punjab's 94.8 kg. 


The state is also poorly served by irrigation. Barely 11.5 per cent of ite 
cultivated land is under irrigation against the national average of 25 per 
cent. Even eo, the operations of the atate's agro-irrigation commission have 
come to a virtual halt. Ite chairman, Mr A. P. Shinde, former Union minister, 
and Congress (U) leader, resigned about a year ago, following the change in 
the government. The post etill remains vacant and the commission, which was 
to submit proposals last year, is nowhere near completing the job. 


At present 12 districts of the state are facing scarcity. Crops are withering 
away in these districts and there is a severe shortage of both drinking water 
and fodder. The revenve minister, Mr Shalinitail Patil, however, saya there is 
no cause for alarm and adequate steps are being taken to meet the situation. 


Two other pointe are relevant in thie context. First, while food production in 
the estate has increased but marginally in the last 21 years from 77 lakh tonnes 
to 100 lakh tonnes, sugarcane production has more than doubled to nearly 240 


lakh tonnes. Obviously rich farmers, well-served by irrigation, are concentrat - 


ing on the cash crop of sugarcane at the expense of foodgrains. Maharashtra's 
minister of estate for civil supplies, Mr Kamle Guruji, has himself pointed out 
that rich farmers are benefitir: far more than the emall farmers from whatever 
irrigation facilities are available. 


Fruitful Investment 


Indeed, Maharashtra now accounts for nearly a third of the country's sugar pro- 
duction with ite 68 cooperative factories and 10 corporate units. Another 25 
coope cative units will be Launched during the next four years. Barring two co- 
operative factories in Vidarbha, the rest are in western Maharashtra, the region 
where the bulk of the state's developmental outlays are being spent. And the 
investment, in a way, has been fruitful. Ahmednagar district, for instance, 
used to be perennially famine-stricken till the early sixties; today it boasts 
of as many as 17 sugar factories. And their owners are now increasingly going 
in for the production of country liquor, alcohol, chemicals and other high- 
value products. 


On the other hand, the area under bairi, a major food crop in the state, has 
declined from 16.35 lakh hectares in 1961 to 14.28 lakh hectares now. Equally 
alarming is the fall in the output of groundnut from 7 lakh tonnes in 1961 to 
5.38 lakh tonnes. 


The state is expected to become self-sufficient in foodgrains by 1985, accord- 
ing to the plan document. 


The foodgrain production during 1980-8) was only 80 lakh tonnes against 103 
lakh tonnes in th previous year. The state's production fell to an all-time 
low of 31 lakh tonnes in 1972-73, the year of severe drought. Since then, the 
output has steadily improved though it suffered a setback last year. 





















The intensity of the shortage can be gauged from an incident that occured two 
monthe ago in Chimur town in Chandrapur district. About 1,000 workmen on the 
employment guarantee acheme gheraoed the Chimur panchayat office and bolted 
the doors from outeide in protest against inadequate supply of foodgrains. 
They hurled stones at the police after 15 of their leaders were arrested. 


The state's four agricultural universities set up in the last two decades have 
failed to fulfill the objective of conducting useful research although enormous 
amounts have been spent on running them, The estate finance minister, Mr Ramrao 
Adik, has recently called them white elepharts. The government has now appointed 
4 committee under the chairmanship of Mr Y. I. Mohite, Congress (1) MP, to 
investigate their working and submit proposals for improvement.

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OLL OFFERS REJECTED BECAUSE OF ‘COMFORTABLE INVENTORY '

[Excerpt] New Delhi, May 21--Easy conditions in the international of] market 
and an extremely comfortable domestic inventory of petroleum products have 
forced India to turn down offers for the supply of crude oil from a number of 
friendly countries. 


Inquiries from official circles here have revealed that it might not be possi- 
ble to lift oil from Mexico, though a formal contract or the import of 1.5 mil- 
lion tonnes was signed early this year. [as published] The Mexican authorities 
have already been sounded regarding this country's inability to honour its 
commitment, it is learnt. 


The offer of one million tonnes of crude by Libya hes also been declined. An 
official delegation which had recently visited Tripoli returned without signing 
any contract. The Libyan authorities were told that since the entire crude oil 
supplies needed for this year had already been signed, it was not possible to 
contract further supplies. Similar replies have been sent to other countries. 


Apparently, the producing countries are anxious to enter inte government con- 
tracts because of the higher official prices of crude oil in contrast to the 
spot prices which have d‘pped sharply in the past few weeks on account of glut 
in the world market. 


Latest reports reaching New Delhi show that the spot market prices of a barrel 
of crude are lower by $4 to $5 compared with the official prices. As against 
the official price of $40 per barrel of light African crude, the ruling spot 
market price is about $35. The price of kerosene has slumped from $395 to $340 
per tonne and that of HSD from $350 to $280 per tonne. 


The magnitude of this price variation could, for instance, be judged from the 
fact that in case India had contracted to buy oil from Libya at official prices, 
it would have meant an additional outgo of Rs 37 crores in foreign exchange. 
India has, however, rot been able to take full advantage of the sharp decline 
in the prices of oil and petroleum products in the spot market since the bulk 
of the quantities had been contracted on government-to-government basis. How- 
ever, recent purchases in the spot market, notably of kerosene and HSD, have 
resulted in saving of a cour ies of crores of rupees.

OLL INDIA PLANS 'CRASH' GEOLOGICAL SURVEY PROGRAM

[Text] The Gil India will launch a crash programe of geophysical and seismic 
surveys to assess the drilling prospects in ite 6800 sq. kms of petroleum 
exploration licence area in coastal Orissa from 1 September this year, reports 
PTI. 


An agreement to this effect was signed between the O11 India Limited and its 
American collaborator Geophysical Services Inc. in New Delhi. The survey to 
be completed in about 18-month time would cost OIL Rs 3 crore in foreign exchange. 


According to the company sources, the proposed surveys would facilitate explora- 
tion for oil in Mahanadi basin both offshore and onshore. 


Earlier Oil India had completed geophysical, marine and sea bed surveys of its 
12000 sq kms of Mahanadi basin offshore in the Bay of Bengal. The OIL had also 
drilled two exploration wells--Mahanadi-I and Mahanadi-II. Hydrocarbons in 
non-commercial quantities were noticed in the second well. 


Based on its experience, the OIL has envisaged a Rs 100 crore exploration pro- 
gramme during the sixth five year Plan.

STEEL PRODUCTION--The production of saleable steel in the ‘SAIL' plants rose to 
411,406 tonnes during May this year from 400,300 tonnes in the previous month, 
reports PTI.

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AKABRI ‘EXAMINED ITSELF,' RECENT GRADUATES 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 30 May 81 pp 66-67 
[Article: "Army School: Not Invulnerable"] 


[Text] The Indonesian Armed Forces Academy [AKABRI] is examining itself and ad- 
mits that its graduates do not yet fulfill all its hopes. There is the question 
of mental attitude, and there is also the question of professional capacity. The 
commanding general of AKABRI discusses these things. 


A junior officer fails in performing his duty. The reason: He was insufficiently 
prepared for his job. In the past two reviews carried out by AKABRI, in 1978-79 
and 1980-81, it appeared that there have been many cases of failure to perform 
their duty by officers who have graduated from AKABRI since 1969. There is an 
inclination to assign the responsibility to the equipment of the school, for exam- 
ple, which is certainly a sign of weakness--and not to the attitude of "do things 
for yourself" or accepting temporary circumstances. 


The commanding general of AKABRI, Lieutenant General Henuhili, at a meeting of 
AKABRI leaders at the beginning of May, 1981, in Surabaya, admitted that, “the 
AKABRI graduates are not what we hope for." Indeed a review of the situation has 
been undertaken each year, in an effort to correct the shortcomings. It is just 
that the review has not been as intensive as the reviews referred to above. 


Speaking to TEMPO, Lieutenant General Henuhili, accompanied by the chief of re- 
search and development, the chief of instruction and training, and the chief of 
the infurmation office in headquarters of AKABRI, mentioned a few basic facts last 
week. 


Some 15 years ago, for example, changes occurred which, whether we like it or not, 
also affected ABR: [Armed Forces of the Republic of Indonesia]. Therefore, AKABRI 
certainly had to fit in with these changes. The changes involved, among other 
things, a change in the atmosphere between the years of struggle for independence 
and subsequent years. For example, the generation of 1945 was a generation whose 
formative years were those when the Indonesian nation had a basically common objec- 
tive which was clearly defined and had to be achieved quickly. "At that time, if 

a unit had to move somewhere, we didn't think of how we would get our food," com- 
mented the 53 year old commanding general. “However, now we can't do it that way. 
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There must be a well-developed plan, and the troops must move in this way and that 
way." And it is AKABRI which must develop the officers in accordance with the 
demands of the times. 


“Our capabilities provide a reason for this, which is increasingly important. How- 
ever, that is another question. "You cannot tell them, ‘you have to do it this 
way.' Instead, you say that this is the problem. Let's discuss it, and so forth," 
he continued. 


Therefore, the two reviews have been directed toward learning whether in fact suf- 
ficient supplies and equipment have been provided. And it was not a matter of 
shifting responsibility, for on the two occasions the reviews involved a consider- 
able area, although it only reached Defense Areas I, II, and III. Another Defense 
Area (Defense Area IV--Maluku and Irian Jaya) has not yet been reviewed. 


At first the review was undertaken with senior officers--some 900 in number--from 
units to which graduates were assigned to duty. Next, the graduates themselves 
were interviewed. Of the 7,399 graduates of AKABRI from 1969-78 about 2,200 were 
selected as respondents. A number of their instructors were added. In addition 
to the questionnaire which had to be completed by the respondents, a team from 
AKABRI headquarters was formed which directly interviewed them. These questions 
emphasized especially the capabilities of the academy, in terms of technical and 
professional matters and intellectual training provided the officers who had 
graduated. For the senior officers to whose commands the graduates were assigned 
other questions were added, involving the mental attitude of the graduates. 


For the second group, the senior officers to whose commands the graduates were as- 
signed, the questions were indeed detailed and interesting. For example, the ques- 
tion of social tolerance in the religious life of the young officers, the question 
of consideration of other people and behavior which can wound the feelings of 
others. Then there was the question of putting duty before personal interests. 


Regarding the question of soldierly bearing, the senior officers were asked, for 
example, about the demeanor of the graduates toward their troops, as well as their 
moral courage in upholding the standards of truth. Also questioned was their 
ability to withstand temptation and to overcome obstacles and undergo suffering. 
Regarding the question of their appreciation of themselves, a question was asked 
about their pride in not doing something shameful. 


Foreign Shoes 


In connection with leadership were questions on their capacity to consider, con- 
clude, and resolve questions. Of course, matters relating to the military profes- 
sion itself were not neglected--both in terms of the regulations as well as basic 
skills. 


The results: It turned out that many matters “must be given priority." The 
capacity to make decisions and creativeness to solve problems, for example, were 
very much lacking. It turned out also that they were easily discouraged. Not 
only that: their sensitivity toward maintaining their physical health and initia- 
tive in their relationships (within the service as well as within society as a 
whole) as ABRI officers were regarded as below standard. 
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The commanding general gave a amall example (he hase been in the post since 29 Decem- 
ber 1980), We said that at present there are many junior officers who prefer to 
wear expensive, imported shoes, rather than shoes iseued by the unit. There ie 
a@leo the matter of haircute: Many of the junior officers no longer wear the ABRI 
creweut atyle. Where the junior officers obtain the money to buy expensive shoes, 
no one knows. 


in the academic area the views of the senior officers and the graduates themselves 
turn out to be the same, It is recognized that their ability to write and speak 
English ie weak. “Por about 4 years it has been evident that AKABRI has not been 
able to provide sufficient skill in speaking English. Meanwhile, we have a lan- 
guage laboratory,” Henuhili went on to say. 


it seems that the last straw was the awareness of the need to improve that capabil- 
ityee-which is sadly lacking. He provided an example. In the navy section of AKABRI 
Classes on some days were at one time given only until 12:00 noon. In the remain- 
ing time the young cadets were given freedom to increase their knowledge in the 
library and practice in the language laboratory. On the first day this arrangement 
wae in effect the Library and laboratory were full. On subsequent days the number 
studying went down steadily, until finally there were only two or three young cadets 
studying. 


He gave an even clearer example: Almost half of the younger officers who signed up 
for the police academy [PTIK] flunked the test sections on general knowledge and 
ability to write an essay (TEMPO, 21 March 1981). 


Juet Over 30 Percent 


There are matters which in the future need to be changed; for example, the cur- 
riculum, as stated in the suggestions made by graduates of AKABRI over the past 

10 years. They think that at AKABRI there are many lectures which are not suffi- 
ciently intensive. For example, training in taking responsibility in the corps of 
cadets could be given higher priority. Leadership capacity could be developed more 
fully in order to encourage the rise of self-confidence. In the academic area 
three matters mentioned earlier should be given higher priority: the English lan- 
guage, writing reports, and discussions. 


However, Lieutenant General Henuhili considers that the shortcomings of AKABRI are 
not exclusively a problem for AKABRI itself. "We must look at AKABRI as a normal 
educational institution,” he said, “which can be influenced by everything which 
happens outside it. AKABRI is not an ‘invulnerable’ institution. The officers 
whom we graduate are the product of our community itself." The commanding general 
agrees with the view of the rector of the University of Indonesia, Prof Dr Mahar 
Mardjono, that graduates of our senior high schools are increasingly less quali- 
fied. He said, “And those who enter AKABRI are part of the same group." 


Then he discussed the motivation of those who enter AKABRI--which turns out to be 
weak. “However, if we hold out for true motivation, that is, motivation which is 
more or less set forth in Paragraph 30 of the Constitution of 1945, none of them 

would be accepted,” Henuhili said with a laugh. The paragraph mentioned speaks of 
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the right and duty of the citizen to take part in the defense of the country. 
He said, “There are many who enter AKABRI because they don't have to pay for their 
education, 


With further reference to this situation the commanding general admitted that the 
behavior of senior officers whe deviate from the line of the Saptamarga [the seven 
puint code of the Indonesian soldier] could have an influence both on the cadets 
atill in the academy as well as on young officers who have recently graduated. 
For example, there are the cases of ABRI officers who are corrupt, who behave in 
an arbitrary fashion, and other similar things. Henuhili, who was born in Magelang, 
rey — that anc think about it. They say, ‘Huh, eo ABRI officers behave

indeed, this fact is a source of satisfaction: The leaders of the academy are not 
reluctant to admit these deficiencies, a sign that the spirit of keeping up stan- 
dards has not disappeared at AKABRI. 


Because It is a Satisfied Generation? 


What do AKABRI graduates from 1969-78 and their superior officers think of the 
results of the AKABRI research project? 


A senior officer who graduated from the Navy Academy (before it was merged and be- 
came a part of AKABRI), who has many young officers under him, admits: "AKABRI 
graduates, especially from the class of 1976 and later classes, are too satisfied." 
He compared them with his own class which, he said, was able to speak two foreign 
languages, on the average. The present graduate is a rather sad specimen. The 
basic cause: “It's a question of spirit. We previously tried to make up for this 
or that shortcoming by taking a variety of courses. However, now there are only 
one or two junior officers who want to do that." 


However, a graduate of the 1978 class in the police section of AKABRI, who is now 
assigned to Police Region IX (Central Java), does not agree with the results of 
the AKABRI research project. “The fact is that the position to which a junior 
officer is assigned is also decisive in determining whether he can develop or not," 
he said. Indeed, the working atmosphere in every unit is different. There are 
units which push a young officer to move forward, and there are units which do the 
reverse. 


A friend of his, who is now in detachment 96 in Yogyakarta, admits that “mental 
discipline and practical studies need to be given priority." However, it seemed 
that this was because he was one of the hard-working officers. He likes to read 
books and attend lectures which concern his duties, for example, a lecture on the 
traffic laws which was once given at the Indonesian Islamic University in Yogya- 
karta. He admitted that he did not speak English well, but he can speak Japanese 
well. This is a result of a 9-month course and daily practice with his elder 
brother who had once studied in Japan. 
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A graduate of the army section of AKABRI from the clase of 1977 tried to defend 
himself. He said that, although at AKABRI the etudy facilities were uate, 
English language courses were 90 minutes long, 3 daye a week. “That ien't enough. 
To study by yourself there isn't enough time. The program is full from 0600 to 
1730, By 10 pm we were exhausted and went to sleep,” he said. Indeed, he didn't 
say what they were doing from 6 to 10 pm.

USSR CALLED ON TO DEMONSTRATE PROFESSED GOD WILL 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 15 Jun 81 p 4 
(Editorial: “Soviet Union's Friendship") 


[Text] The Soviet Ambassador in Pakistan, Mr V.S. Smirnov, has been at pains 
during the last few months to convince the people here of his country's goodwill 
and peaceful intentions towards Pakistan. It was in February last that he answered 
the unspoken thoughts of Pakistanis when he said: "His country cherished no 
ulterior and expansionist designs against any country but wished to establish 
friendly relations with Pakistan as it has established with India." Recently he 
reiterated his country's desire to expand political, economic, cultural and trade 
relations with Pakistan, 


Needless to say, Pakistan reciprocates these sentiments of the Soviet diplomat. 
Already, close economic ties exist between the two countries. The Pakistan Steel 
Mills at Karachi and the Power Plant at Guddu are a few of the projects that speak 
of the mutual ties between the two countries, Apart from these, they have trade 
and economic relations. Oil and gas survey has been carried out in Pakistan by 
the Soviet Union. Recently a two-year cultural exchange programme agreement has 
been concluded under which cultural troupes of the two countries would visit each 
other, and they would also hold exhibitions of art pieces and photographs on a 
mutual basis. There is also the Soviet offer to supply nuclear power plant to 
Pakistan. 


All these facts appear to be in order, just as they ought to be between two 
neighbours. This is the positive side of the existing ties between the two 
countries that have now become contiguous States for all practical purposes. 

But, unfortunately, there is something that acts as a damper against an unhindered 
and uninhibited cooperation between the two countries in future. Even if we 
choose to bury the past, with all the bitter memories of the 1971 war with India, 
the Soviet role in it and its repercussions on Pakistan, it is difficult to ignore 
the present. There are now two million Afghan refugees in Pakistan who are here 
as a result of the Soviet aggression on Afghanistan. They are a great burden on 
Pakistan in more than the economic sense. In the background of the Soviet 
profession of goodwill towards this country, Pakistan can justifiably claim that 
it should create such conditions that these uprooted persons could return to their 
homes in peace and honour. Moreover, Pakistan is deeply concerned at the tragedy 
that has befallen a Muslim country which is now in danger of losing its political, 
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social, religious and economic identity. It is the Soviet Union alone that can 
remove this disturbing situation--by withdrawing its forces from that country. 
Since the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan, Pakistan has been the continuing 
target of hostile acts by the Karmal gang. The reception and the refuge given to 
the hijackers of the PIA Boeing, and later acts of sabotage and treason committed 
by them in Pakistan--ostensibly with the blessings of Kabul--certainly do not add 
to Pakistan's confidence in the present local satraps in Afghanistan who can 
exercise no will or authority of their own, They cannot make a move without the 
approval of their foreign masters. Latest of these hostile acts is the attack 
by three Afghan MIGs on 4 passenger bus in the Nushki area in Baluchistan. The 
Soviet Union, as the occupying power, has not uttered even a word in condemnation 
of the perfidious attack inside the territory of Pakistan, 


Much more painful is the direct Soviet propaganda against Pakistan. The Moscow 
Radio recently gave a highly distorted version of President Zia-ul-Haq's interview 
to the Egyptian newspaper Al-Ahram. In his statement the President had said that 
"Pakistan will never be stingy in providing every kind of help and assistance to 
Afghan refugees." Radio Moscow presented the news in these words: "In an inter- 
view to Egyptian paper Al-Ahram President Zia-ul-Haq said that Islam bad would 
not display slackness in providing comprehensive assistance to the Afghan counter- 
revolutionaries in Pakistan."" The President's remarks were clearly made in the 
context of the humanitarian context and did not lend themselves to any other 
interpretation. Some time ago he had categorically said that Pakistan will never 
be a conduit for the supply of arms to the freedom fighters in Afghanistan. But 
more surprising was the Radio Moscow's report about the involvement of Pakistan 
in the events in Bangladesh which led to the tragic assassination of President 
Ziaur Rahman. Pakistan held the late President in high esteem and affection as 
the man who was instrumental in bringing the two Muslim countries together. The 
people of Bangladesh and the whole world know about the close bonds that existed 
between the two fraternal countries. Eyebrows must have been raised in world 
capitals over this crude attempt by Radio Moscow to malign Pakistan. 


By deviating from the truth, Radio Moscow has shocked Pakistan but it has also 
tarnished the good name of the Soviet Union which, as a superpower is expected to 
be great enough to adhere to the truth even if it is not palatable. It may suit 
the Soviet exigencies but travesty of truth never does any good. Some other 

great powers have suffered in prestige only for ignoring this basic fact. Physical 
power has its advantages but divorced from moral principles it rests on weak 
foundations. The professions of goodwill by the Soviet Ambassador in Pakistan 
will command greater confidence if they are not contradicted by Radio Moscow or 

by hostile acts by the Soviet proteges in Afghanistan.

ACUTE MUTTON SHORTAGE CONTINUES

[Text] Islamabad, June 8--Acute shortage of mutton for the past two years has 
shown no signs of abating, with cattle dealers predicting further shortage and 
price-hike. 


Mutton which is almost extinct for the common man is available to restaurants 
and the affluent at a much higher price than the officially fixed rate of Re 22 
per kilogram. Habitual mutton-eaters have to stand in long queves early in the 
morning to get a kilo or so of the stuff which they would not accept under nor- 
mal conditions. According to a large number of mutton-eaters, they have to woo 
the butchers through flattery or gifts to keep them in good humour for keeping 
their supply intact. 


The situation, described by all concerned as alarming and unfortunate, calls 
for serious consideration by the livestock authorities, remarked a customer 
lined up before a butcher's shop. Commenting on the scarcity, a butcher said 
“we do not get animals as easily as in the past. Even by selling the meat at 
Rs 25 per kilo, we make very little profit. Yet public condemnation is heaped 
upon us.” 


It is said sheep and cattle rearing in Pakistan never been organised, neither 
at public nor at the official level. The loaning agencies advancing credits 
for livestock promotion can only aid monetarily. Those genuinely interested 
in livestock breeding have to abandon it ultimately for want of veterinary and 
other facilities. 


As a matter of fact, said u progressive farmer, cattle rearing has never been 
taken seriously here. They are content with the few animals needed for plough- 
ing and threshing. 


Another source disclosed that large-scale outflow of cattle was taking place 
across the borders, especially on the northern side. He said thousands of 

sheep and goats were daily being consumed by the Afghan refugees and this ac- 
cording to him was a major reason for the persistent mutton scarcity in Pakistan. 
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Concerned quarters allege that a group of wholesalers have totally monopolised 
the sale and purchase of all types of cattle. It was this group of people who 
were responsible for the meat problem in Pakistan. 


This handful of individuals, they said were diverting cattle towards, the bor- 
dere and refugees camps he claimed adding that daily many trucks cross Attock 


bridge with animals. These, people he said were hesitant to supply sheep and 
goate to the local market where they do not get enough profit.

FUND FOR SMALL BUSINESS LOANS SET

[Text] The government announced yesterday that poor families in depressed areas 
and other housing sites in the country may avail themselves of some #32 million 
in small business loans this year. 


The extension of loans is in line with President Marces' and the First Lady's 
efforts to hasten the socio-economic uplift of some 90,000 low and marginal income 
families in government housing sites, general manager Gaudencio Tobias of the 
national housing authority said. 


Tobias said that the #32-million fund will go to poor families who will engage in 
cottage products making and other home-based industries in housing sites of the 
government being administered by the NHA. 


The amount will be distributed as follows: Tondo foreshore area, #5 million; 
zonal improvement program (ZIP) sites in Metro Manila, #13 million; slum improve- 
ment and resettlement (SIR) sites in other urban centers of the country, #9 mil- 
lion; and resettlement projects and other special housing projects, #5 million. 


He said that the small business loans will be granted primarily to residents of 
NHA housing projects. However, similar loans may also be granted to Filipino- 
owned business interests outside housing areas if most of their workers are 
residents of government housing sites. 


The loans bear minimal interest rates with a long repayment period, depending on 
the capital requirement of the business venture, but not to exceed #100,000. 


Loan application forms are available at the project managers offices, in NHA 
project sites or at the NHA main office in Quezon city.

DEVELOPMENT BANK LOAN TO EPZA SET 
Manila DAILY EXPRESS in English 16 Jun 81 p 10 


[Text] The Development Bank of the Philippines (DBP) has granted a P30-million 
loan to the Export Processing Zone Authority (EPZA). 


Proceeds of the loan will be used by EPZA to partly finance the development of an 
export processing zone in Rosario, Cavite. 


The Cavite zone will be the fourth to be set up in the country. The first three 
are located in Mariveles, Bataan; Baguio City and Mactan in Cebu. 


Development of the Cavite zone is planned in three stages and it will take place 
within a four-year period, 


Phase 1 involves the development this year of 74 hectares, around 36 hectares of 
which will be offered for lease to different companies. It includes the construc- 
tion cf roads and drainage systems, water supply and storage systems, exterior 
water distribution system, fire protection system, sewer collection system, power 
distribution system, outside telephone lines, and outside fire alarm systems. 


When completed, Phase 1 of the zone is expected to generate employment for about 
18,000 factory workers. This is expected to be fully realized in 1984. 


EPZA said the Cavite zone will include a broad range of industry categorization 
from light to medium and heavy industry. 


Meantime, DBP reported it had extended loans amounting to P15.8 billion to some 
272,000 projects in the countryside during the past eight years from 1972 to 
1980. 


The amount, which benefitted the small man, is 509 percent or P13 billion more 
than all the countryside loans extended by the bank from 1947 to 1972. 


DBP said the massive funding is in line with the government's continuing commit- 
ment to improve the quality of life of the Filipino people and provide him with 
such basic needs as food, clothing, shelter, culture and technology, water, power, 
medical services, mobility, sports and recreation and ecological balance." 
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DBP acting Chairman Rafael A, Sison said the bank will continue to mobilize its 
resources and capabilities, facilities and expertise to spur agricultural produc- 
tivity, enhance the growth of small and medium industries and encourage the 
balance development of the rural and urban centers of the country.

(Text ] The First Lady and Human Settlements Minister Imelda Romualdez Marcos 
yesterday inaugurated the country's first gasifier manufacturing plant in Carmona, 
Cavite, paving the way for the mass production of the fuel-saving device that 
could help hold down oil consumption. 


The plant, operated by the government-owned Gasifier and Equipment Manufacturing 
Corp. (GEMCOR) for the fabrication and marketing of gasifiers, will have an 
initial capacity of 4,000 units. 


Mrs Marcos said the first units expected in August will be made available to Metro 
Manila jeepney operators and drivers, many of whom are taking part in seminars 
on the new technology at the University of Life. 


She said that the Visayas and Mindanao will have their own gasifier plants, but 
the one in Carmona will grow to become the biggest in the country. 


Aside from transport vehicles, the hydrogas gasifiers can be fitted to engines 
for use in irrigation, electric power generation, ricemills, driers and others, 
Mrs Marcos said. 


"I am very happy that while the world is reeling from the energy crisis, our 
experts have come out with this technlogy that could reduce our fuel cost and 
increase the income of our drivers, farmers and fishermen," the First Lady said. 


She expressed the hope that the gasifier conceived only last December as an anti- 
dote to the spiralling cost of imported oil could be further reduced in size. 


Mrs Marcos also said that with the establishment of the gasifier plant in Cavite, 
plans are afoot for the establishment of a 50-hectare industrial estate for 35 
companies mostly engaged in manufacturing furniture and woodcrafts for domestic 
and foreign markets. 


Cavite is also being developed into a food source for Metro Manila, she said, 


adding that 30,000 more hectares in the provinces are to be added to lands already 
irrigated, 
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Mre Marcos cited the experts who helped develop the gasifier, among them Dr Ibarra 
Crus of the University of the Philippines, Commodore Alfredo Protacio of Project 
Sta. Barbara, and Teodoro C, Rey, Jr., of Farms Systems and Development Corp. 


Deputy Minister of Human Settlements Jose Conrado Senitezs said that 2 kilograms 
of wood chips from ipil-ipil tree, costing 30 cestavos per kilo, would be 
equivalent to one liter of gasoline costing P5.25. 


An initial investment of #15,000 on the gasifier an be recovered within 2 and 1/2 
months for gasoline-driven jeepneys. 


On the other hand, a diesel-driven jeepney can save up to #600 per month on 
operating costs, for a payback period of less than two years. 


Based on current prices of oil-based fuels, the savings for gasoline engines would 
be 80 percent and for diesel jeepneys 30 percent on fuel costs, Mre Marcos said.

TAWI-TAWL HOUSING FUNDS--Tawitawi, June 10--The provincial government has announced 
the completion of a #7 million housing project for low and middle income families 
of this southernmost province. The housing units are located in Bongao, capital 
of this province. Gov. Nur G. Jaafar said the project is a joint undertaking of 
the provincial government and the national housing authority under Gaudencio v. 
Tobias as envisioned by the First Lady and Human Settlements Minister Imelda R. 
Marcos. The project consists of 123 two-bedroom and three-bedroom houses, com- 
plete with all amenities. All of the units have already been awarded to the 
beneficiaries, the governor said. Construction of this project started in 1979 
after the First Lady instructed the provincial government to enter into an agree- 
ment with the NHA to undertake a housing program for provincial government employes 
in Tawi-Tawi and its Muslim inhabitants. Completion of the project drew praises 
from the residents who said this is the first time the provincial administration 
thought about providing homes for them. Governor Jaafar said he now plans a 
bigger project of this nature in the adjoining site owned by the province. [Text]

FRG LOAN GRANTED--The Philippines and the Federal Republic of German have concluded 
a financial assistance agreement which makes available a loan of 13.5 million 
Deutsche marks (approximately 6.17 million US dollars) for the development of the 
Manila international port. Under the agreement signed by Foreign Minister Carlos 
P. Romulo and Ambassador Hildegunde Feilner, the Philippine Pors authority (PPA) 
will avail itself of the credit facilities of West Germany's Development Loan 
Corporation to enable the PPA to purchase two additional container cranes for 
Manila harbor. Fulfillment of all the borrower's liabilities is guaranteed by 
the Philippine government. In remarks delivered during the signing ceremonies 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Romulo said that the agreement “reaffirms che 
German government's support of the Philippines’ development programs." “The 
acquisition of two more container cranes will help the PPA cope with the fast 
growing container traffic and hasten the development of the Manila internationsl 
port," he added.
